to  the  eaat  aide  of  Delaware  TwelAh  street,  and  from  ^e  south  side  of 
Spmee  street,  to  the  north  side  of  Cedar  atveet,  sluill  be  called  Sprooe  Spruce  ward. 
mrd ;  from  the  west  side  of  Ddaware  Twelfth  street,  to  the  east  side 
of  Schnylkill  Seventh  street,  and  from  the  south  aide  of  Spruce  street,

Mnd  wfiereas^  The  chartering  of  a  nniversity,  to  be  placed  under 
their  patronim,  supervision  and  direction,  would  be  a  measure  wdl 
adapted  to  call  forth,  from  all  parts  of  this  commonwealth,  concentrate, 
increase^  and  render  effective  in  the  cultivation  of  sound  learning,  the 
efforts  of  said  denomination,  and  thereby  promote  the  general  interests 
of  science,  literature  and  good  morals ;  therefore. 

Section  .1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoxtee  of  Repreienta- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aesembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  macted  byih^  autlwri/y  of  (he  same^  That 
there  be  and  hereby  is  erected  and  established,  at  or  near  the  borough 
KjJIT"*^  ^"^^  ®^  Lewisbuig,  in  the  county  of  Union,  in  this  commonwealth,  a  uni- 
versity, to  consist  of  a  primary  school  and  academy,  a  college,  and 
such  other  departments  appropriate  to  a  university,  as  the  patrons  and 
managers  of  said  institution  shall  find  themselves  able  to  maintain,  and 
that  the  name  and  constitution  of  the  said  university  shall  be,  and  they 
are  as  follows : 

ART.  L  Section  1.  The  said  institution  shall  be,  forever,  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  ^  The  University  at  Jjewisburg." 

ART.  IL  Section  1.  The  said  university  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment,  direction,  government  and  stipervision  of  a  number  of  trustees, 
not  exceeding  twenty,  and  a  number  of  curators,  not  exceeding  forty, 
or  a  quorum  of  each  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  The  trustees,  and  a  majority  of  the  curators,  shall  be 
regular  members  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  five  or  more  of  the  trus- 
tees, shall  be  a  quorum  of  the  trustees,  and  seven  or  more  of  the  cura- 
tors, shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  curators. 

ART.  III.  Section  1.  The  trustees  of  said  university  shall  consist

vent any  inhabitant  of  the  said  town,  from  using  water  obtained  in  any 
other  way,  or  to  compel  any  of  the  inhabitants  to  use  the  water  so 
introduced  by  the  said  Harvey  Roys :  Andn  provided  eUsOj  That  the 
water  so  introduced,  shall  and  may  be  used  gratis  in  all  cases  of  extin- 
guishing fires,  and  by  travellers  passing  through  said  town. 

That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Harvey 
Roys,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  sue  for  and  recover  from  all  such  person 
or  persons  usin^  the  water,  all  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall 
have  been  agreed  to  be  paid  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  water  as  afore- 
said, by  action  of  debt  to  be  brought  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
said  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  under  one  hundred  dollars 
are,  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable ;  and  also  to  prosecute  and  recover 
from  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously, 
or  otherwise  injure  or  destroy  any  of  the  said  logs  or  pipes,  hydrants 
or  buildings,  or  any  thing  in  anywise  connected  with  said  water  works, 
such  damages  as  shall  be  adjudged  to  him  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
in  such  manner  as  damages  are,  or  shall  be,  by  law  recoverable.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT

the  products  of  the  earth  or  forests,  neither  branch  to  exceed  five  miles 
in  length ;  and  for  tlmt  purpose  to  exercise  and  use  any  of  the  powers 
or  privileges  heretofore  conferred  by  law  on  said  company  :  Provided, 
That  any  person  or  persons  owning,  occupying  or  enjoying  such  bed 
or  beds,  or  other  products  intended  to  be  transported  on  the  said  rail-

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are  hereby  appoiiited  coraoiwaioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road,  state  road  in 
from  a  point  at  or  near  the  house  of  Andrew  Irvine,  in  Glade  townsbipi  Warren  coantj. 
Warren  eouiity«  to  a  point  on  the  New  York  state  line,  at  or  near  the 
Allegheny  river,  where  the  same  river  crosses  said  line.  ,

Berks  county. 

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Mssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  satne^  That 
Isaac  Miller*  junior,  Benjamin  Shollenberger,  William  Miller,  Benja- 
min Gartner,  Jacob  Reber,  junior,  John  Beaver,  William  Hebner, 
Martin  Stetzler,  Michael  Smith,  Daniel  Bousher,  Joseph  Smith,  Nich- 
olas Swoyer,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title,  of  ^*  the  Windsor  mu- 
tual assistance  and  fire  insurance  company,'*  of  Berks  county;  and  by 
the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and 
capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law 
or  elsewhere;  and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  franchises  and 
hereditaments,  goods  and  chattels,  of  what  kind  soever,  and  choses  in 
action,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  from  time  to  titne;  and  also 
to  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution,  such  by- laws,  ordi- 
nances and  regulations,  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
government  of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  charter  or 
die  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  commonwealth;  and  gen- 
erally to  do  and  transact  all  such  matters  and  things  as  shall  to  them 
lawfully  appertain  to  do  and  transact  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  the  due  management  and  well  ordering  of  the  afiairs 
thereof:  Provided^  That  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  neces- 
sary houses,  lands,  tenements,  renta  and  annuities,  or  other  heredita- 
ments and  real  estate  of  said  corporation,  and  the  interest  of  money 
loaned  by  it,  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  and  business  of  the  said  company  is  hereby 
prescribed  to  he  the  insurance  of  their  respective  dwelling  houses, 
barns,  stores,  rnills,  shops,  and  other  buildings,  household  furniture, 
goods  and  chattels,  and  other  property,  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire, 
by  engaging  tq  pay  such  a  portion  of  the  said  actual  loss  as  shall  be 
determined  on  by  the  by-laws. 

Section  3.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  also  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  said  corporation  as  is  heieinafter  proviaed, 
shall  thereby  become  members  thereof  during  the  f{^ibd  they  shall 
remain  insured  by  the  said  corporation,  and  no  longer. 

Section  4.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  directors,  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  be  elected  and 
chosen  as  hereinaAer  provided ;  which  board  shall  elect  from  its  own 
number  one  person  as  president ;  they  shall  also  el^t  or  appoint  one 
person  as  secretary  of  the  board,  and  one  person  as  treasurer,  of  whom 
they  shall  require  such  security  as  they  may  provide  by  their  by-laws, 
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and  may  employ  such  other  officers,  clerks,  agents  and  attorneys,  as       ^ 
may  be  found  necessary  for  the  transactions  of  the  business  of  the  insti- 
tution ;  and  shall  also  determine  the  rates  of  insurance,  and  the  sums  to 
be  insured.     A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
buslnefls. 

SscTXON  5.  The  members  of  the  company  shall,  upofi  ten  days' 
notice  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Berks,  meet  at  the  Annual  meetings, 
public  house  now  of  Jacob  Heinley,  in  Windsor,  or  at  such  a  place 
thereafter  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  at  any  stated 
meeting,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  October  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  heading  an  election  for  directors ;  and  such  election  shall  be  held  Election, 
under  the  inspeetibn  of  three  members,  to  be  chosen  by  the  members 
present  at  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  election.  Such  election 
for  directors  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  given*  to 
elect  ^  and  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first 
Satanlay  in  October  in  the  succeeding  year,  or  until  others  are  elected ;

Policy, 
deposite  with  the  treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  evefy  thousand  ^ 
dollars  worth  of  property  he  shall  have  insured,  and  so  in  propoition 
for  a  less  or  greater  sum,  besides  twenty  cents  for  the  policy,  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  such  incidental  charges  as  shall  be  necessary  for

When  any  property  insured  with  this  company  shall  be  When  to  be  void, 
aliened  by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  therefor  be  void,  and  shall 
be  surrendered  to  the  directors  to  be  cancelled. 

Becjtion  8.  Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be  bound  to  pay  Liability, 
for  losses,  and  such  necessary  expenses  aforesaid  accruing  in  said  com- 
pany, in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  property  insured  by  him  or  her. 

Section  9.  Suits  at  law  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained  by  any  Suits, 
member  against  the  said  company,  for  losses  and  damages  by  fire,  if 
payment  be  withheld  or  refused  for  more  than  three  months  aAer  the 
company  are  notified  of  such  losses ;  no  member  of  the  company,  not 
being  in  his  individual  capacity  a  party  to  the  suit  or  suits,  shall  be 
incompetent  as  a  witness  on  account  of  his  being  a  member  of  the 
company* 

Section  10.  The  directors,  after  ascertaining  the  amount  of  loss  or  DireetsBi  to  settle 
damage  by  fire  sustained  by  any  of  its  members,  in  such  manner  as  amount  of  dam- 
they  by  their'  by-laws  may  prescribe,  shall  settle,  and  the  members  agea. 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  company,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  publication  of  said  notice;  on  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  sum 
assessed  upon  him,  as  a  portion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid,  in  such  case 
said  company  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  said  amount  with  costs  of 
suit. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  com- Daty  of  trsMorer 
pany,  at  the  annual  meeting  provided  for  in  the  fifth  article,  to  exhibit 
in  detail  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  said  company,  and  the  names 
of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  funds  of  the  company  have  been 
loaned ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasureri  and  the  sec-

No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  the  company  until  appli- 
cation be  made  for  insurance  to  the  amount  of  forty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage; 
but  the  legislature  of  this  conunon wealth  may  at  any  time  alter,  modify, 
or  annul  its  provisions,  in  such  manner,  however,  as  to  do  no  injustice 
to  the  corporators.

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  l^sscmbly 
metn  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Springhill,  in  Bradford  county, 
shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elections  at  the  house  of

Philadelphia,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  on  the  third  Friday 
in  March,  at  the  time  and  place  of  holding  constables^  elections,  elect 
tiiree  citizens  in  addition  to  the  number  now  required,  by  law,  to  serve 
as  school  directors,  and  the  said  directors  so  elected,  ahall  divide  them- 
8el?e«  by  lot,  into  three  classes,  one-third  to  serve  one  year;  one -third,

that  may  have  occurred  in  said  North  Annville  township,  in  consequence 
of  the  division  of  said  township  of  Annville,  shall  be  supplied  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  assembly  regulating  such  elections. 
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Section  48.  That  the  borough  of  Centerville,  in  the  county  of  Bnt- 
ler,  is  hereby  erected  and  created  into  a  new  and  separate  conimoa 
school  district,  and  as  such  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  offices,  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  allowed  by  law  to  other  common  school  districts, 
and  the  elections  thereof  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place,  ivith 
the  borough  elections  of  said  borough;  and  the  electors  of  said  distiict 
shall,  at  their  next  election,  elect  six  school  directors  thereof,  fwo  to 
serve  one  year;  two  to  serve  two  years,  and  two  to  serve  three  years; 
said  election  to  be  conducted  by  the  same  officers  who  conduct  said 
borough  elections,  and  the  successors  of  said  directors  shall  be  elected 
in  the  manner  directed  by  law  as  to  other  school  districts. 

Section  49.  That  all  arrears  of  school  taxes  heretofore  assessed  in 
the  school  dif^trict,  then  composed  of  the  township  of  Slippery  Rock, 
including  said  borough,  shall  be  collected  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed,  and  all  of  such  arrears  as  were  assessed  before  the  first  day  of 
September  last,  shall  be  applied  as  heretofore,  including  said  borough; 
but  the  arrears  of  such  taxes  as  have  been  assessed  since  said  first  day 
of  September,  on  persons  and  property  within  the  territory  of  said 
borough,  shall  be  paid  over  and  applied  exclusively  to  said  new  school

That  the  electors  of  said  borough,  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  officers  now  authorized  by  law,  also  elect  annually,  one  person  to 
serve  as  constable  of  said  borough,  who  shall  be  sworn  in  and  qualified 
in  court  as  other  constables,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  other  constables.

That  that  part  of  Pillipsbunfir  election  district,  not 
embraced  in  the  charter  of  incorporation  obtamed  from  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  Beaver  county*  September,  eighteen  himdred  and 
thirty-nine,  is  hereby  attached  to,  and  shall  form  part  of  Moon  town- 
ship. 

That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  general 
and  township  elections  in  the  township  of  Lamar,  in  the  county  of 
Clinton,  shaU  be  held  at  the  house  of  John  Leidy,  in  the  village  of 
Salona. 
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Section  57.  That  hereafter  the  general  and  township  elections  in  the  Clearfield, 
township  of  Goshen,  in  the  county  of  Clearfield,  shall  be  held  at  the 
poblic  school  house  in  said  township. 

Section  58.  The  qualified  electors  of  Mount  Pleasant  township,  in  Westmoreland, 
the  county  of  Westmoreland,  shall  hereafVer  hold  their  township  elec- 
tion at  the  stone  school  house  on  the  farm  of  John  Newal,  in  said  town- 
ship. 

Section  59.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  Clay,  in  Hontingdoo. 
the  couuty  of  Huntingdon,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  town- 
ship elections  at  the  house  of  Joshua  Shore,  at  the  Three  Springs,  in 
said  township,  and  that  Jacob  Raker  is  hereby  appointed  judge,  and 
George  Hudson  and  William  Cornelius,  inspectors,  to  hold  and  conduct 
the  next  ensuing  township  election. 

Section  60.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  Beaver,  Coiumbia. 
in  the  county  of  Columbia,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  town- 
ship elections  at  the  house  of  Adam  Michael,  in  said  township,  and  that 
Henry  Shell,  is  hereby  appointed  judge,  and  David  Davis  and  David 
Johnson,  inspectors,  to  hold  and  conduct  the  next  ensuing  township 
election  in  aaid  township,  according  to  the  existing  election  laws  of  this 
commonwealth.

within  the  bounds  thereof  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  election  at 
the  public  house  of  Jacob  Ziegler,  in  the  village  of  Ljtiz:  Provided^ 
That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  Penn  township,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  hold  their  spring  elections,  for  township  ofliicers, 
at  the  house  now  occupied  by  Christian  Hershey,  and  that  Abraham 
KaufTman  act  as  judge,  and  John  M.  Sum  my  and  John  H.  Spickler  as 
inspectors,  at  the  next  spring  election  for  said  township  of  Penn :  Pro-

eonnty  of  Montgomery,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  elections  at  the 
public  house  of  Samuel  Rader«  in  said  township. 

Section  74.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  French  Vaowigo. 
Creek,  in  the  county  of  Venango,  shall  hereafter  ho|d  their  general  and 
township  elections  at  Billingsly  school  house,  at  the  cross  roads,  in  said 
township. 

Section  75.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  Northampton. 
Williams  township,  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  at  the  next  and  sub- 
sequent annual  election  for  supervisors,  to  elect  four  supervisors  of  the  Elect  Miperfisoiv. 
public  roads  and  highways  of  said  township ;  two  of  whom  shall  reside 
east  and  two  of  them  west  of  the  old  Easto/i  and  Philadelphia  road  $ 
and  the  said  four  supervisors  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner,  and 
be  clothed  with  the  like  authorities,  and  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  and 
penalties,  as  now  by  law  exists  in  relation  to  supervisors  of  townships.

and  trunks  which  have  already  been  laid,  or  whieh  shsli  hereafter  be 
laid  on  and  through  private  property  ;  and  also,  have  liberty  at  all  limes 
to  dig  and  lay  pipes  or  trunks  along  roads  and  highways,  and  along 
streets  and  alleys  of  the  said  village  of  Kennett  Square,  and  to  renew 
and  repair  the  same,  shutting  up  and  amending  any  breach  which  they 
may  respectively  make,  as  soon  as  possible  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
them  to  make  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  to  set  hydrants  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  in  the  said  village  of  Kennett  Square,  when  it  may 
be  deemed  necessary  :  Provided^  That  in  all  cases  where  the  damages 
assessed,  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  and  by  this  seetion,  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  either  party  may,  within  thirty  days  after 
such  assessment  shall  be  made,  and  notice  thereof  given  to  the  parties, 
appeal  to  the  said  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Chester ;

company,  and  said  individuals,  according  to  certain  uniform  rates  here- 
after to  be  adopted  by  said  company,  having  regard  to  the  probable 
quantity  of  water  which  applicants  are  likely  to  consume ;  and  the  said 
company  shall  have  power  to  lease  or  rent  out  any  surplus  stream  or 
water  power  that  may  be  found  to  exist,  after  the  purpose  of  providing 
water  for  the  inhabitants  of  Kennett  Square,  shall  have  been  obtained ; 
and  any  person  or  persons  within  the  said  village,  who  shall  take  any 
of  the  said  water,  for  any  purpose  or  use  whatever,  without  having 
previously  contracted  for  the  same  with  the  said  company,  shall  forfeit

how  punished,  pipes,  cisterns,  aqueducts,  reservoirs,  machinery,  buildings,  hydrants, 
or  any  of  them,  or  any  of  the  works  of  said  company,  or  shall  wilfully 
corrupt  or  otherwise  render  unwholesome  the  water  brought  or  con- 
veyed, or  to  be  brought  or  conveyed  into  the  village  of  Kennett  Square 
by  the  said  company,  or  the  stream  or  streams,  spring  or  springs  from 
which  the  same  is  brought,  or  to  be  brought,  shall,  upon  conviction  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace,  be  deemed  guilty  of  malicious  mischief,  and 
be  liable,  moreover,  to  the  company,  for  damages  sustained  by  such 
injury. 

Section  6.  That  the  company  shall  procure  a  common  seal,  and  the 
certificates  of  stock  and  other  ofiicial  acts,  shall  be  authenticated  by 
affixing  the  same ;  and  the  president  and  managers  shall  procure  certifi- 
cates for  all  the  shares  of  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  deliver  one 
such  certificate,  signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  secretary 
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and  seal  as  aforesaid^  unto  each  person,  for  the  number  of  shares  held 

by  him  or  her,  as  soon  as  five  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  $  and 

every  such  certificate  shall  be  transferrable  in  person,  or  by  attorney  Transferred. 

duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  said 

company,  subject,  however,  to  all  payments  due  and  to  become  due 

thereon ;  and  the  assignee  holding  such  certificate,  having  caused  the 

assignment  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  the  company,  to  be  kept  for  that 

purpose,  shsti  be  a  member  of  the  corporation,  and  possess  and  enjoy 

all  the  rights,  privileges,  benefits  and  emoluments  to  whieh  he  would 

have  been  entitled,  if  he  had  been  an  original  subscriber. 

That  the  said  company,  whenever  the  debts  of  the  cor* 
poration  shall  have  been  paid,  and  the  income  shall  exceed  the  expenses 
of  the  company,  may,  if  deemed  advisable,  collect  a  contingent  fund 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  declare  a  dividend,^  simi-annually,  Divi^lende.

Section  0.  That  said  council  shall  annually  publish,  in  the  month  of 
January,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  an  accurate  statement 
of  their  contracts  and  expenditures  during  the  preceding  year;  and  none 
of  said  council  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services  except 
the  member  or  members  of  their  said  committee,  who  shall  for  their 
services  be  allowed  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  said  council,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  twenty  dollars  in  any  one  year.

dollars  each,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  said 
borough,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  6ne*half  thereof  to  go  for  the 
use  of  said  borough,  and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who  may  sue  for 
the  same. 

Section  11.  That  no  street  tax  herealler  assessed  on  any  male  tax- 
able inhabitant  of  said  borough,  shall  be  less  than  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  12.  That  said  council  shall  cause  all  arrears  of  street  uxes 
in  said  borough  tb  be  forthwith  collected,  and  shall  cause  all  such  taxes 
hereafter  assessed  to  be  collected  or  satisfied,  before  the  first  day  o( 
November,  in  each  year. 

Section  13.  That  the  time  for  holding  the  election  of  managers  of 
the  Butler  and  Kittanning  turnpike  road  company,  is  hereby  so  changed 
that  said  election  shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  April, 
in  each  year. 

Section  14.  That  so  much  of  any  law  as  is  hereby  altered  or  sup- 
plied, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

To  prevent  a  destrocUoa  of  certain  kinds  of  game  in  parte  of  Beaver  couotj,  darbf 
certain  aeaaona  of  the  year. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Represenia- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metf  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the  first  day  of  October,  in  each  year 
hereafter,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  shoot,  trap,  kill  or 
otherwise  destroy  any  wild  turkey;  nor  any  pheasant,  between  the  first 
day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September;  nor  any  partridge  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  October;  nor  any 
woodcock  between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of  August: 
nor  any  rabbit  between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of 
November,  in  Borough  township,  Brighton  township,  Rochester  town- 
ship. New  Sewickly  township,  and  Patterson  townsbipy  in  Beaver 
county. 

,  Section  2.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any. person  to  buy  or  cause  to 
be  bought  or  carried  out  of  said  parts  of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  any  private  or  public  house  or  market,  any  wild  turkey, 
pheasant,  partridge,  woodcock  or  rabbit,  unless  the  same  shall  have 
been  shot  or  taken  in  the  proper  season,  as  provided  for  above. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  may  wilfully  or  maliciously  destroy  or 
cause  to  be  destroyed,  the  nests  or  eggs  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
birds,  in  the  townships  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  fines  and  penalties  provided  in  the  fourth  section  of 
this  act. 

Section  4.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  foregoing  sections,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
each  and  every  ofience,  with  all  costs  and  chaiges,  which  may  be  recov- 
ered by  suit  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  township  where  the 
offence  is  committed,  one-half  of  fine  to  go  to  use  of  informer,  the 
other  half  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
the  township  in  which  the  offence  may  be  committed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Getieral  Assembly 
mety  cmd  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
in  addition  to  the  proceedings  heretofore  authorized,  it  ehall  and  may  be  Additional  provi- 
lawful,  on  complaint  niade  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  guardians  for  the  relief  "**"•''!  *^'**  ^ 
and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  the  district  ©f  ^"P***"*' 
South wark,  and  the  townships  of  the  Northern  LibertiM  and  Penn,  be- 
fore any  alderman  of  the  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia,  that  any  man 
has  without  reasonable  cause,  separated  himself  from,  or  deserted  his 
wife,  child  or  children,  or  has  deserted  his  child  or  children,  leaving  the 
said  wife  or  children,  a  charge  on  the  said  city,  district  or  townships,  or

To  amend  the  road  laws  of  Erie  county,  and  for  other  parpooes. 

Sjbction  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
all  property,  real  and  personal,  trades,  occupations,  professions,  and  ^^^  tezes  to  be 
every  other  thing  which  is  now  made  taxable  by  law,  or  that  shall  ^^^' 
hereafter  be  made  taxable  by  law,  for  county  purposes,  shall  and  the 
same  is  hereby  made  taxable  for  road  purposes  in  the  several  townships 
of  Krie  county. 

Section '2.  That  the  road  commissioners  shall  not  hereafter  coUect  By  whom  coUect- 
more  than  ten  per  cent,  in  any  one  year  in  money,  on  the  road  tax  so  ed. 
laid  by  them,  and  said  money  shall  be  collected  by  the  several  path- 
masters  in  each  of  their  several  districts,  under  a  warrant  issued  by  said 
road  commissioners,  which  warrant  shall  state  the  amount  <which  said 
commissioners  have  decided  to  raise  in  money ;  and  the  said  path-mas- 
ters shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  county  taxes,  and 
have  like  powers  and  compensation,  and  return  the  same  to  the  town- 
ship treasurer  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  such  warrant. 

SecTiON  3.  That  the  qualified  citizens  of  the  several  townships  in  Election  of  path- 
Erie  county,  shall  at  the  election  for  township  officers,  elect  viva  voce^  maatera. 
one  person  for  path -master  in  each  district  in  the  said  townships,  which 
election  shall  commeixce  at  three  oVlock,  P.  M.  of  said  day,  and  be 
conducted  by  two  of  the  road  commissioners  of  said  townships,  with- 
out fee  ;  and  the  path-masters  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  office  for  one 
year,  and  the  said  road  commissioners  shall  enter  the  result  of  said 
election  in  their  book  of  records. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  district  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  elect  a  path-  Vacanciea,  how 
master  as  aforesaid,  or  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  from  any  other  cause,  aupplied. 
the  said  commissioners  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment  until  the 
next  election. 

Section  5.  That  when  any  of  the  path-masters  in  any  of  the  said  g^^  ^xea  are  to 
districts  shall  make  return  to  the  road  commissioners  of  the  township,  be  colleeted  from 
of  any  tax  which  has  been  neglected  or  refused  to  be  paid,  as  directed  delinqaents. 
by  the  nineteenth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  road  commissioners,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  issue  their  warrant  immediately  against  such  delinquent,  and 
have  the  same  collected  and  returned  agreeably  to  the  twenty- first  sec- 
tion of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  $  and  any  property  found 
within  said  district  where  said  tax  wa^  levied  and  belongs,  and  said  pro- 
perty belongs  to  said  delinquent,  all  such  property  shall  be  liable  to  dis- 
U-ess  and  sale  on  the  said  warrant  for  the  amount  of  said  tax  and  costs, 
although  the  said  delinquent  may  not  reside  within  the  said  district  or 
township  where  such  tax  was  laid. 

Section  6.  That  any  person  claiming  damages  on  account  of  the  Damages,  how 
location  of  a  road  through  his  improvement,  may  within  sixty  days  aaaeaaed  and  paid, 
apply  to  the  said  road  commissioners  for  redress,  and  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  road  commissioners,  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  damages,  they 
shall  proceed  to  assess  the  same;  and  if  the  amount  agreed  upon  by  the 
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said  commissioners  shall  be  accepted  by  the  complainant,  then  the  said 
commissioners  shall  make  an  order  on  the  township  treasurer  for  the 
amount  so  fixed  and  agreed  upon,  which  shall  be  paid  by  said  treasoter 
out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  ;  but  be- 
fore any  such  order  shall  be  paid,  it  shall  be  approved  by  at  least  two 
of  the  township  auditors,  on  the  back  of  said  order;  and  if  the  com- 
plainant shall  not  be  satisfied  with  th^  amount  fixed  by  said  commis- 
sioners, or  said  commissioners  shall  not  albw  any  damages,  then  the 
complainant  may  enter  his  complaint  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  as  is 
hereafter  provided  in  cases  of  confirming  or  rejecting  roads,  and  the 
justice  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  hereafter  in  confirm- 
ing or  rejecting  roads;  and  that  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive, 
and  tl^e  twenty- sixth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
is  hereby  repealed :  Provided^  That  any  suit  now  pending  shall  not  be 
affected  by  a  repeal  of  tliis  section. 

Section  7.  That  the  road  commissioners  shall  not  be  rcqaired  to 
view  any  route  of  a  proposed  road,  unless  the  petition  praying  for  the 
same  be  signed  by  at  least  twelve  citizens  of  the  township  where  said 
proposed  route  for  a  road  is  located. 

Section  8.  That  if  any  perscm  or  persons  shall  feel  aggrieved  on 
account  of  any  new  road  being  laid  out  by  said  road  commissioners^  or 
on  account  of  the  alteration  of  any  old  road  by  the  same,  such  person 
may  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  township,  oifito  a  justice  of 
an  adjoining  township  or  borough,  and  make  his  or  their  complaint, 
and  if  the  said  justice  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  good  cause 
of  complaint,  he  shall  issue  a  summons  directed  to  any  constable  to 
summon  the  said  road  commissioners  to  appear  before  him  at  a  time 
fixed  in  the  said  summons,  not  more  than  eight  nor  less  than  four  days 
after  the  date  of  said  :»ummon8. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  justice  shall  at  the  same  time  of  issuing 
the  summons  as  directed  by  the  eighth  section  of  this  supplement,  issue 
a  notice  to  six  reputable  disinterested  citizens,  to  appear  at  his  office  at 
the  same  time  the  summons  is  made  returnable,  and  when  the  six  citi- 
zens have  appeared,  shall  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  them  to 
well  and  truly  try  all  matters  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  said  road, 
or  the  establishing  of  the  same;  the  said  justice  shall  preside  and  decide 
the  questions  of  law  that  may  arise  in  the  trial  of  the  case,  and  after  a 
full  hearing  of  the  case,  the  six  men  so  chosen  as  a  jury,  shall  deter- 
mine whether  such  road  so  laid  out  by  said  commissioners  shall  be  con- 
firmed or  not;  the  said  justice  always  giving  the  casting  vote  in  case  of 
an  equal  division  by  the  jury,  and  the  decision  so  made  by  a  majority 
of  said  justice  and  jury,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  regard  to  said 
road  for  two  years  thereafter  :  Provided^  That  the  said  road  commis- 
sioners may  reject  any  of  the  six  men  chosen  by  said  justice  up  to  the 
number  of  four,  on  the  grounds  of  interest  or  other  cause,  and  substi- 
tute others  in  their  place,  who  shall  be  sworn  as  aforesaid,  and  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  as  the  first  chosen. 

Section  10.  That  the. said  justice  and  constable  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  that  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services,  and  the 
six  men  chosen  by  the  said  justice  as  a  jury,  shall  each  be  allowed 
seventy-five  cents  per  day  for  every  day  necessarily  spent  in  such  trial; 
but  before  any  suit  shall  be  brought  under  this  act,  the  person  or  per- 
sons making  such  complaint,  if  they  shall  not  be  good  responsible  free- 
holders, shall  enter  good  and  sufficient  bail  for  all  costs  that  may  accrue 
on  th^  trial  of  the  case,  which  bail  so  entered,  shall  be  holden  absolute 
for  the  payment  of  all  cost  as  aforesaid,  should  judgment  be  rendered 
against  said  complainant  on  the  trial  of  such  case.

making  or  improving  a  road  in  any  other  district  in  said  township;  nor 
shall  any  extra  tax  be  laid  in  any  one  district,  when  an  extra  tax  has 
been  laid  on  tlie  township  in  the  same  year  by  said  road  commissioners; 
and  not  more  than  one  .extra  tax  shall  be  laid  in  any  one  year;  nor  shaH 
such  extra  tax  exceed  six  mills  on  every  dollar  of  the  valuation  in  the 
township  for  said  year.

Conneaut  harbor,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  said  counties  severally,  in  J|^!l|j"^  ^^  ^ 
proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  each  of  said  counti^  by  the  persons  en- 
gaged  in  the  several  views  of  said  roads  ;  and  such  of  said  counties  as

Whbrbab,  Barbara  Royer,  late  of  the  borough  of  Lebanon,  in  the 
county  of  Ijebanon,  deceased,  in  and  by  her  last  will  and  testament, 
duly  proved  and  recorded  in  the  office  for  the  probate  of  wills  at  said 
Lebanon,  makes  the  followingdevise  :  **  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  the 
children  of  my  said  daughter  Eve,  which  she  now  hath  or  may  here- 
after have,  that  certain  house  and  lot  of  ground  situate  in  Jonestown, 
Swatara  township,  county  aforesaid,  which  was  late  the  property  of 
Christian  Shade,  and  purchased  by  me  at  sheriflTs  sale  $  and  I  do  hereby 
direct  that  they  shall  not  come  into  possession  thereof  until  the  death  of 
my  said  daughter  Eve ;  and  that  during  the  life-time  of  my  said  daugh- 
ter Eve,  she  shall  have  the  right  of  residing  thereon  without  paying  rent 
therefor  $  and  in  case  she  does  dot  choose  to  reside  thereon  and  occupy 
the  premises,  she  shall  be  allowed  to  rent  them  to  whomsoever  she 
pleases  :*' 

^nd  whereas^  It  is  for  the  interest,  and  is  the  desire  of  all  parties 
concerned,  that  the  said  house  and  lot  of  ground  should  be  sold,  and 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  invested  in  some  other  real  estate ;  therefore, 

Section  I.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  rf  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assexnbly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Authority  to  ieD.  Thomas  M .  Bibighaus,  of  the  borough  of  Lebanon,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized,  with  the  assent  of  said  Eve,  now  intermarried  with  John 
Phreaner,  to  sell  the  said  house  and  lot  of  ground  of  Barbara  Royer,  de- 
ceased, so  devised  to  said  Eve,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  execute,  acknow- 
ledge and  deliver  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  or  deeds  therefor,  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers,  in  fee  simple,  altogether  dischaiged  from  any 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  said  purchaser  or  purchasers  to  see  the  ap- 
plication of  the  purchase  money  :  Provided  however^  That  before  the 
said  Thomas  M.  Bibighaus  shall  execute  any  such  deed  or  deeds,  he 
shall  give  security  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Lebanon  county,  to 
be  approved  by  the  said  court,  conditioned  for  the  investment  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  or  sales  of  said  house  and  lot  of  ground,  in  such 
other  real  estate  as  said  court  shall  direct,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  set 
forth  in  the  said  last  will  and  testament  of  the  said  Barbara  Royer,  de- 
ceased.

Rcgalsttng  the  MSMnbento  and  collection  of  tot^nthip  taxes,  in  the  counties  of 
Bradford,  Tioga  and  Fotter,  and  fixing  the  manner  of  reviewing  and  confirming 
roada,  and  of  assessing  damages  where  roads  are  laid  oat  tkroagh  improved  lands, 
in  said  comities. 

Skction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeenta- 
iive9  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penmylvania  in  General  Meembly 
fnet^  md  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samcn  That 
the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways  of  each  of  the  several  town-  Commisiioners  of 
ships,  ia  the  coanties  of  Bradford,  Tioga  and  Potter,  he  and  they  are  roads  to  make  an 
heret>y  authorized  ^nd  required  to  make  an  estimate,  annually,  on  or^m^too^^i^' 
before  the  first  day  of  May,  in  each  year,  of  the  probable  expenses  of  ""•*  expense*- 
their  respective  townships  for  the  ensuing  year,  beginning  with  the  first 
day  of  Jun^  next  after  the  making  of  such  estimate,  in  which  estimate 
they  shall  name  the  amount  which  in  their  judgment  will  be  needed  in 
the  ensuing  year,  as  aforesaid,  for  each  of  the  following  purposes,  to 
wit :  For  the  support  of  the  poor ;  for  pay  of  commissioners  of  roads 
and  highways;  for  pay  of  township  auditors;  for  pay  of  township  trea- 
surer; for  pay  of  town  clerk;  for  pay  of  collector  of  township  taxes; 
also,  for  pay  of  any  other  officer  or  officers  who  may  be  entitled  to 
compensation  out  of  the  funds  of  said  towuship;  also,  for  books  and 
stationery  and  other  incidental  expenses,  and  for  furnishing  materials 
and  implements  for  keeping  roads  and  bridges  in  repair,  and  the  amount 
of  township  debts,  (if  any  such  exist}  as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be 
ascertained;  which  estimate  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  ^by 
the  town  clerk,  who  shall  be  derk  to  the  said  commissioners,  and  keep  Estimate  to  be 
a  record  of  their  official  acts;  and  when  said  estimate  is  so  entered,  it  entered  in  a  book 
shall  be  signed  by  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  the 
said  town  derk  shall  immediately  furnish  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  the 
township  treasurer,  who  shall  keep  the  same  on  file ;  ahd  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  proceed,  before  the  twentieth  day  of  May,  in  each 
year,  to  levy  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  cent  in  the  dollar  on  the  last  Levy  a  tax. 
adjusted  assessment  and  valuation  of  persons  and  property,  made  tax- 
able for  county  purposes  in  said  township;  and  having  levied  the  same 
at  a  certain  per  centum,  shall  cause  a  list  to  be  made  in  alphabeticid 
order  of  the  names  of  the  persons  taxed,  with  the  amount  assessed  to 
each  by  the  last  adjusted  assessment  and  valuation  for  county  purposes, 
and  the  amount  with  which  such  person  is  taxed  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
to  which  list  shall  be  prefixed  the  rate  per  centum  at  which  said  tax  is 
levied;  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes  in  such  list,  and  the  rate  per 
centum  at  which  they  are  levied,  shall  be  entered  by  the  town  clerk  in 
the  book  to  be  kept  by  htm  as  aforesaid;  and  the  said  tpwn  clerk  shall 
deliver  to  the  township  treasurer,  a  certified  statement  of  said  aggregate 
amount  of  taxes  and  rate  per  centum^  and  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  a  duplicate  thereof  has  been  delivered  for  collection,  whenever 
such  delivery  has  been  made  and  the  time  of  such  delivery ;  and  said  Doplk^ite  to  be 
commissioners  shall  cause  a  duplicate  of  such  alphabetical  list  of  persons  msde  out  and  de- 
and  taxes  to  be  made  out,  to  which  they  shall  annex  their  warrant,  li»®"d  to  oollee- 
signed  by  them  officially,  directed  to  some  suitable  person  by  them  to  ^^' 
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be  appointed  collector  of  township  taxes,  which  appointmeat  they  aie 
hereby  aiuhorized  and  required  to  make,  requiring  him  to  proceed  to 
collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  county  rates  and 
levies  are  directed  by  the  warrants  of  county  commissioners,  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  collection  of  the  same  and  to  pay  the  said  taxes,  when 
collected,  to  the  township  treasurer,  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of 
county  rates  and  levies  are  required  to  pay  the  same  to  county  trea- 
surers ;  and  the  collectors  of  township  taxes,  appointed  in  pursuance  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  vested  with  like  powers  and  authority  to  proceed 
in  the  collection  of  the  same,  and  may  proceed  in  like  manner  as  col- 
lectors of  county  rales  and  levies  are  by  law' authorized  to  proceed  in 
the  collection  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  collectois 
of  county  rates  and  levies ;  and  the  duplicate  aforesaid,  with  the  war- 
rant of  the  said  commissioners  annexed,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  col- 
lector of  township  taxes,  on  or  before  the  first  of  June,  in  each  year, 
by  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  charge  the  said  collector  in  the  book  afore- 
said, with  the  said  duplicate,  setting  forth  in  said  charge  the  aggregate 
amount  of  taxes  charged  in  said  duplicate,  and  the  time  of  its  delivery : 
Provided^  That  before  said  duplicate  shall  be  delivered  to  said  collector, 
he  shall  execute  a  bond  to  said  township,  in  such  penal  sum,  and  with 
such  sureties  (at  least  two  in  number)  as  iYifi  said  commissioners  shall 
approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  as  col- 
lector of  township  taxes;  and  the  town  clerk  having  entered  in  the  book 
aforesaid  the  date  of,  and  the  penal  sum,  and  the  names  of  the  sureties 
in  said  bond,  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  township  treasurer,  who 
shall  keep  the  same  on  file :  ^nd  provided  further^  That  whenever, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  said  road  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
the  moneys  received,  or  to  be  received  from  the  road  tax  on  unseated 
lands,  or  from  any  other  source,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  and 
defray  the  expenses  as  aforesaid,  during  the  current  year,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  to  assess  the  tax  mentioned  in  this  section,  unless  they  are 
required  to  do  so  by  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

.Section  2.  That  whenever  any  collector  of  township  taxes  shall 
have  failed  to  collect  and  pay  over  any  taxes,  with  the  collection  of 
which  he  has  been  charged,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  the  township  trea- 
surer may  proceed  to  institute  a  suit  in  the  name  of  the  proper  township, 
on  the  bond  executed  by  said  collector  and  his  sureties,  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  or  in  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  the  sum  claimed  to 
be  due  from  said  collector  may  require,  and  may  prosecute  the  same  to 
judgment,  and  have  exeqution  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways  may 
exonerate  the  collector  of  township  taxes,  in  their  proper  township, 
from  the  payment  of  any  taxes  charged  in  the  duplicate  of  such  col- 
lector, in  the  same  manner,  and  for  like  causes,  as  collectors  of  comity 
rates  and  levies  may  be  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  the  same  by 
the  county  commissioners. 

Section  4.  That  no  other  or  greater  taxes  shall  be  levied  by  the 
commissioners  of  roads  and  highways,  in  any  one  year,  with  a  view  to 
the  collection  of  the  same  in  money,  than  is  authorized  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  except  that  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county  may,  upon  application  to  such  court  by  anj 
person,  setting  forth  that  any  township  is  indebted  to  him,  direct  notice 
of  such  application  to  be  given  to  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  high- 
ways of  such  township,  and  after  hearing  said  applicant  and  commis- 
sioners, at  a  time  named  by  the  said  court,  of  which  time  all  parties 
shall  have  due  notice,  may  order  such  taxes  to  be  increased;  but  in  no 
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case  shftll  mich  court  order  the  same  to  be  increased  above  two  cents  in 
the  dollar  of  the  last  adjusted  assessment  and  valnatior;  of  persons  and 
property  in  said  township,  as  aforesaid ;  and  whenever  the  court  shall 
order  an  increase  of  taxation  in  any  township,  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways  of  such 
township  shall  increase  the  same  accordingly ;  but  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or  compel  the  said  commissioners  to  levy 
more  than  one  tax  upon  the  persons  and  property  of  such  township,  to 
be  collected  in  any  one  year:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  section  Proviia 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  collection,  in  money,  of  any  tax  which 
shall  have  been  levied  by  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways, 
with  a  view  to  collect  the  same  in  labor,  in  pursuance  of  law,  whenever 
the  person  charged  with  such  tax  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same 
in  labor,  aAer  due  notice. 

Sectioic  5.  That  the  money  collected  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall 
be  paid  out,  upon  oniers  drawn  upon  the  township  treasurer  by  the  Moneys  to  be 
commissioners  of  roads  and  highways,  for  the  payment  of  the  current  P*'**  ®?  ordew  of 
expenses  of  the  township,  and  in  payment  of  the  township  debts;  and  ^l^"*"*""^"  ^ 
the  debts  of  longest  standing  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  paid  first 

Section  6.  That  any  person  or  persons  dissatisfied  with  the  location 
of  any  ibad  heretofore  laid  out,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  laid  out  by  pnioeedings  in 
the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways  of  any  township  or  town-  cMes  of  laying 
ships,  in  said  counties,  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  town  clerk  of  out  roads. 
the  township  in  which  such  road  is  located,  of  such  dissatisfaction;  and 
said  town  clerk  shall  appoint  a  day,  not  more  than  ten  days  distant 
from  the  time  of  receiving  such  notice,  for  the  meeting  of  the  said  com- 
missionen,  and  person  or  persons  giving  such  notice,  at  the  office  of  said 
town  clerk,  or  at  some  other  convenient  place  in  the  neighborhood;  of 
which  time  and  place  the  said  commissioners,  and  person  or  persons 
giving  the  notice,  shall  be  informed  by  the  town  clerk,  at  least  four 
days  before  the  time  of  meeting,  at  which  time  and  place  the  town  clerk 
shall  attend;  and  if  the  said  coipmissioners,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall 
attend,  he  or  they  may  name  one  commission^  of  roads  and  highways 
of  an  adjoining  township,  and  the  person  or  persons  dissatisfied  may 
abo  name  one  commissioner  of  roads  and  highways  of  an  adjoining 
township,  and  the  two  commissioners  thus  named  may  agree  upon 
a  third  commissioner,  not  of  the  township  in  which  the  road  com- 
plained of  lies;  and  the  commissioners  thus  named  shall  proceed  to 
review  the  road  where  the  location  is  complained  of,  and  may  con- 
fina,  alter  or  vacate  the  same,  and  make  report  to  the  town  clerk  of 
the  township  in  which  the  road  lies,  and  their  report  shall  be  entered  of 
record,  as  in  other  cases,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  regard  to 
said  road,  for  two  years  thereafter:  Provided^  That  if  the  said  road  is  Ptotim. 
altered  or  vacated  by  the  commissioners  who  review,  their  day  tvages 
for  such  services,  shall  be  paid  by  the  township  in  which  the  road  is 
situated,  otherwise  by  tlie  person  or  persons  who  gave  notice  of  dis- 
satisfaction: And  provided  further^  Thatif  no  commissioner  shall  attend  Proviao. 
at  the  time  and  place  named  by  the  town  clerk*  to  name  commissioners 
to  review,  then  the  town  clerk  shall  name  one  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
missioner of  said  township,  and  like  proceedings  shall  be  had,  as  if 
the  commissioneis,  or  one  of  them,  had  attended  :  And  it  is  also  fur-  Proviso. 
ther  provided^  That  no  review  shall  be  had,  in  pursuance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  of  any  road  laid  outi  aAer  the  first  of  September 
next,  unless  notice  of  dissatisfaction  is  given  to  the  town  clerk,  within 
thirty  ^ays  after  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  laying  the  same,  has 
been  filed  with  said  town  clerk  :  And  provided  further^  That  in  all  Proviw. 
cases  where  roads  have  been,  or  shall  be,  laid  out  m  any  of  the  several 
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townships,  in  said  counties,  by  said  oommissionere,  prior  to  said  fim 
day  of  September  next,  sach  notice  may  be  given  at  any  time  prerioos 
to  the  first  day  of  October  next,  but  not  afterwards. 

Section  7.  All  damages  sustained  by  any  owner  of  improved  lands, 
by  reason  of  the  laying  out  and  opening  any  public  roads  through  said 
improvement,  shall  be  paid  by  the  township  in  which  said  Boad  ie 
located,  and  the  method  of  ascertaining  the  same  shall  be  as  follows: 
the  owner  of  such  improved  lands,  who  may  consider  himsdif  injured 
by  the  location  of  said  road,  shall  file  with  the  town  derk  a  statement 
of  the  injury  sustained,  and  of  his  intention  to  claim  damages  for  the 
same,  which  said  statement,  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  thereon  by 
the  officers  of  said  township,  shall  be  entered  by  said  cleric  upon  ihe 
township  records ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  within  ten 
days  after  receiving  such  statement,  to  notify  the  commissioners  of  roads 
and  highways,  and  the  auditors  of  the  township,  of  the  same,  w^  shall* 
as  soon  as  practicable,  examine  said  claim,  and  if  necessary  view  the 
premises;  and  if  in  their  opinion,  or  that  of  a  majority  of  them*  such 
person  hath  sustained  damage  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  road 
through  his  improved  lands,  they  shall  fix  the  amount,  and  give  the 
applicant  notice  thereof*  in  writing,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible;  and 
if  the  person  so  applying  for  redress,  shall  be  content  to  receive  the 
said  amount  as  a  full  compensation  for- his  claim  aforesaid,  the  road 
commissioners,  upon  receiving  a  notice  in  writing  of  his  willingness  to 
receive  the  same,  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  the  township 
in  favor  of  said  applicant,  for  said  amount ;  but  in  case  said  road  com- 
missioners and  auditors,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  should  be  of  opinion 
that  said  applicant  was  not  entitled  to  damages;  or  if  the  said  applicant 
should  not  be  willing  to  receive  the  amount  fixed  by  them,  in  full  of 
his  claim,  he  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  proper  county,  setting  forth  the  cause  of  complaint;  and  thereupon, 
the  said  court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to  view  the  pre- 
mises and  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  which  such  petitioner  may  have 
sustained,  by  reason  of  the  laying  out  and  opening  said  road  through 
his  improved  lands,  as  aforesaid. 

Section  8.  The  viewers  so  appointed,  after  having  been  duly  sworn 
by  any  person  having  power  to  administer  oaths*  or  by  one  of  their 
own  number,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  the  same*  well 
and  truly  to  view  said  premises,  and  jusdy  and  equitably  to  assess  the 
damages,  shall  proceed  to  perform  said  doty,  and  make  a  report,  signed 
by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them*  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  said  county,  setting  forth  the  length  and  manner  of  the  location  of 
said  road  through  the  petitioners  improved  lands,  and  the  amount  of 
damages  (if  any]  which  has  been  sustained  by  said  petitioner. 

Section  0.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  at  the  term  to  whieh 
the  report  aforesaid  is  made,  to  make  an  ocder,  naming  a  day  certain, 
during  the  succeeding  term  for  the  final  disposition  of  said  complaint* 
notice  of  which,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  report,  shall  be  served 
upon  the  commissioners  of  the  townahip  from  which  damages  are 
claimed*  at  least  ten  days  before  said  matter  is  to  be  determined. 

Section  10.  At  the  time  of  hearmg  said  parUes,  the  said  court  may, 
in  their  discretion,  examine  witnesses,  touching  said  matter,  and  may 
either  approve  of  the  report  of  the  viewers,  or  lessen  or  increase  the 
amount  as  they  shall  see  fit;  the  whole  proceeding  to  be  entered  of 
record,  and  the  decree  of  the  court  to  have  the  same  validity, 'and  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner,  as  a  judgment  entered  upon  the  verdict 
of  a  jury :  Provided^  That  if  the  complainants  shall  not  recover  an 
amount  greater  than  the  sum  offered  by  the  commissioners  and  town- 
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ship  anditon,  he  shall  pay  all  costs  accruing  on  said  petition,  including  c^iti,  by  whom 
the  pay  of  the  Tiewers,  which  shall  be  one  dollar  each,  per  day,  other-  to  be  paid, 
wise  the  costs  to  be  paid  by  the  proper  township;  in  either  case  to  be 
taxed  as  costs  for  similar  services  are  now  fixed  by  law. 

Section  11.  In  all  cases  where  damages  are  claimed  by  reason  of  when  notice  to 
the  laying  out  and  opening  any  road  as  aforesaid,  by  the  said  road  com*  be  given  in  eaiet 
missioners,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  September  next,  the  notice  mentioned  of  damagee. 
in  the  seventh  section  of  this  act,  to  be  given  by  the  person  claiming 
damages,  to  the  town  clerk,  shall  be  given  by  the  first  day  of  January 
next;  and  in  cases  of  roads  opened  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
aforesaid,  such  notice  shall  be  given  within  three  months  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  same. 

Section  12.  That  the  road  commissioners  of  the  townships  in  the  Views, 
several  counties  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  required  to  view  any  route  for  a 
proposed  road,  unless  the  petition,  praying  for  the  same,  be  signed  by 
at  least  fifteen  citizens  of  the  township  where  said  proposed  rente  for  a 
road  is  situated. 

Section  13.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  it  Bridgea  in  Tioga 
shall  -be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways,  of  the  county  to  be  kept 
several  townships  in  Tioga  county,  to  keep  in  repair  county  bridges,  and  in  repair,  and  by 
to  pay  the  expense  thereof  out  of  the  funds  of  the  township  where  said  ^^^"^  «>^  P*"^- 
bridge  is  located,  except  in  cases  where  the  repairs  necessary  to  be 
made  at  one  time,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  which  shall 
be  made  under  the  direction,  and  the  expenses  thereof,  paid  by  the  com- 
missioners of  the  said  county  out  of  the  county  funds. 

Section  14.  That  the  assessor  of  each  of  the  townships  in  said  Daty  of  aMeasois. 
county  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  in  every  year, 
fcmish  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  respective  townships,  for  the  use  of  the 
commissioners  of  roads  and  highways,  a  copy  of  the  last  adjusted  assess- 
ment and  valuation  of  persons  and  property,  of  said  township,  for 
county  purposes. 

Section  15.  That  any  person  appointed  collector  of  township  taxes,  pen^jt-  fo,  ,^ 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  who  shall  neglect  or  fgging  to  collect 
refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  the  same,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  road  tazea.

To  i^porpoffate  the  boroagh  of  Girard,  in  the  county  of  Erie. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representee 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  jissembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  territory  lying  in  the  township  of  Girard,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  Boundaries, 
included  within  the  following  boundaries:  beginning  at  the  centre  of  the 
Ridge  road,  in  the  township  of  Girard,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  at  the 
place  where  the  east  line  of  Miron  Hutchinson's  land  intersects  said 
Ridge  road;  thence  north  twenty-six  degrees  west  along  said  line  one 
hundred  perches  ;  thence  south  fifty -two  degrees  west  two  hundred  and 
fifty  perches  $  thence  south  tweniy-six  degrees  east  one  hundred  and 
eighty  perShes  $  thence  north  fifty-two  degrees  east  two  hundred  and 
M\y  perches  to  the  said  east  line  of  Miron  Hutchinson's  land  \  thence 
along  said  line  north  twenty-six  degrees  west  eighty  perches  to  the  Oinird  erecCed  in- 
place  of  beginning,'  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  to  be  called  the  *<>  *  borough, 
boroagh  of  Girard. 

Section  2.  The  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  on  the  third  Friday  of  March 
16 
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next,  and  on  the  third  Friday  of  March,  in  every  year  thereafter,  meet 
at  the  school  house  in  said  borough,  and  then  and  there,  between  the 
hours  of  one  o*clock  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot 
one  citizen,  who  shall  be  styled  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  four 
other  citizens  to  be  members  of  the  tQwn  council ;  and  at  the  first  election 
three  school  directors — one  to  serve  one  year,  one  for  two  years*  and 
one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one  school  director  annually;  and  one 
person  to  be  constable  of  said  borough,  whose  name  shall  be  relumed  io 
the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  for  the  like  purposes  as  in  elections 
of  township  constables.  The  said  inhabitants  shall  also,  at  the  same 
time  a^id  place,  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace*  one  judge*  and  two 
inspectors  of  elections  and  assessors,  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth $  the  said  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  tlie  same  manner 
as  is  provided  for  the  election  of  township  officers  of  this  commonwealth, 
except  that  the  certificates  of  the  election  of  burgess,  town  council,  and 
school  directors,  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation: 
Provided,  That  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  shall  be  held 
by  a  judge  and  inspectors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  present,  at 
the  opening  of  the  election  by  the  constable  of  the  township  of  Giraid, 
who  is  hereby  required  to  attend  at  the  said  school  house,  on  the  third 
Friday  of  March  next,  at  the  usual  time  and  place  of  holding  their 
spring  elections. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  said  third  Friday  of  March  next, 
the  buigess  and  town  council,  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall 
be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  die 
burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Girard,  and  shall  have,  pos- 
sess, and  enjoy,  all  the  rights,  liberties,  franchises,  and  privileges  of  a 
borough,  incorporated  in  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  first  of  April 
Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  ^^  An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  of  boroughs  ;* '  and  the  several  provisions 
of  said  act«  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act«  shall 
extend  to  and  be  in  force  within  said  borough,  as  fully  as  if  the  said 
borough  had  been  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions  thereof.

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
James  Tubbs  of  Luzerne  county,  John  Aughenbaugh  of  CoUimbia  county, 
and  William  Smith,  esquire,  of  Davidson  township,  Lycoming  county, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a 
state  road,  beginning  at  the  Nanticoke  and  Hughesville  turnpike,  at  the 
Shiekshenny  iron  works,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne;  thence  by  way  ofLoeatwn. 
William  Koon's  flouring  mill,  in  Luzerne ;  and  thence  by  Ezekiel 
Cole*s  mills,  in  Columbia  county ;  and  thence  to  intersect  a  main  road 
at  or  near  the  house  of  John  Headleson,  in  the  county  of  Lycoming.  ^ 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  Dq^. 
majority  of  them,  appointed  to  view  as  aforesaid,  after  having  been 
sworn  or  affirmed  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  file  and 
preserve  the  affidavits  in  his  office,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  ^ 
them  by  this  act,  with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  carefully  to  view  the 
ground  over  which  the  said  road  laid  out  by  them  may  pass,  and  lay 
out  the  same  as  near  to  a  straight  line,  touching  the  intermediate  points 
specified  between  the  aforesaid  points,  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  and 
eireumstanees  will  permit,  and  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a 
horizontal  line  shall  in  no  points  exceed  seven  degrees,  except  at  the 
crossing  of  ravines  and  streams,  where  by  moderate  fiUing  and  bridging, 
the  declination  of  the  road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit ;  and 
further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  have  due  regard  to 
the  crossing  of  water,  the  nature  of  the  ground  and  damage  to  private

axeman,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  each. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  said  commissioners  to 
make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  noting 
thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements 
passed  through^  and  also  the  crossing  of  county  and  township  lines,  roads 
and  waters,  with  such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation;  one 
copy  whereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this 
commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one 
copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  each 
county  through  which  the  road  shall  be  laid  out,  on  the  day  aforesaid, 
or  as  much  sodkier  as  practicable,  which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and 
from  thenceforth  the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purp«)ses  a 
public  highway,  and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired,  in  all  respeets,  as 
roads  are  opened  and  repaired  by  the  supervisor  of  the  highways,  widi- 
out  the  ii.tervention  of  any  order  of  any  court  for  that  purpose  ;  and  any 
part  or  parts  of  said  road  may  be  immediately,  on  the  filing  of  the  draft 
aforesaid,  opened  and  worked  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 

Section  4.  The  accounts  of  the  said  commissicmers,  for  their  own 
pay,  and  for  the  pay  of  a  surveyor,  chain  carriers,  and  axeman,  shall  be 
adjusted  by  the  commissioners,  in  the  several  counties  in  which  the  said 
road  may  be  laid  out,  and  paid  by  the  respective  treasurers  thereof,  on 
warrants  drawn  in  the  usual  way,  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  the 
road  in  each  county  respectively :  Provided^  Such  accounts  shall  be 
verified  on  oath  that  they  are  correct  and  proper. 

Section  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  September  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  »t  such 
place  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  agree  upon,  and  complete  the  location 
of  said  road  as  soon  as  practicable ;  and  if  any  vacancy  or  vacanciea 
shall  happen  by  resignation  or  any  other  c^use,  the  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions of  the  proper  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  a  suitable  appointment,  and  in  the 
event  of  any  difierence  of  opinion,  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  shall 
determine,  and  a  report  of  such  majority  shall  be  conclusive,  and  as 
available  as  if  made  by  all  of  them.

To  «  An  act  to  autboriie  the  govomor  of  this  commonwealth,  to  iocorpoimle  a  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  making  and  erecting  a  bridge  and  road,  over  the  North 
Eaat  Branch  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  in  the  county  of  Northnmberiand,  from 
the  pubhc  highway,  opposite  the  plantation  of  Thomas  Grant,  to  Shamokio  island, 
through  the  public  highway  of  Shamokin  island,  to  the  shore  opposite  Northam- 
berland,  and  from  thence  to  the  town  of  Nofthnmberland,"  paind  the  twenty- 
filth  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine,  and  for  other  paipoaea. 

'  Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houae  of  Bepresenta- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penneylvania  in  General  Jissembhf 
me/,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  president  and  managers  of  the  company,  incorporated  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
for  rebuilding  and  repairing  that  portion  of  the  bridge  over  the  North  East

Section  2.  Within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons  so  elected 
conunissionerB,  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  township  derk,  or  in  his  To  be  ela«ified 
absence,  at  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  most  convenient  to  the 
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election  gioond  in  the  township,  who  shall  proceed  to  class  by  lot  the 
said  commissioDers— one  to  serve  three  years,  one  to  serve  two  years, 
and  one  to  serve  one  year ;  and  as  soon  as  the  clerk  or  jostice  shall  have

a  part  of  the  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  in  money,  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  said  roads  or  bridges,  and  alsa  for  laying  out  roads  in 
said  townships:  Provided,  That  no  money  tax  shall  be  collected 
the  first  year  aAer  the  first  election  of  road  oommissioneni  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act 

Section  5.  The  commissioners  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  April, 
in  each  year,  divide  the  township  into  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
six  districts,  each  district  to  contain  the  same  number  of  miles  of  road, 
or  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the  judgment  of  said  commissipners, 
without  a  survey,  and  appoint  one  citizen  of  each  district  as  road  mas- 
ter, and  furnish  him  with  the  boundaries  of  the  district,  a  list  of  the 
taxables  therein,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  each ; 
also  the  amount  to  be  paid  ui  cash  by  each  taxable,  of  which  amount 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  taxable  by  the  road  master,  when  he  first 
notifies  the  person  of  the  time  and  place  he  intends  to  work ;  and  if  the 
person  so  taxed  and  notified,  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  of  Octo- 
ber, in  each  year,  fail  to  work  oothis  tax  and  produce  to  the  road  mas- 
ter a  receipt  from  the  township  treasurer,  for  Uie  payment  of  his  cash 
tax,  the  road  master  shall*  on  or  before  the  third  Tuesday  of  October, 
make  out  a  list  of  such  delinquents,  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  one  of 
the  road  commissioners,  who  shaB  call  a  meeting  of  at  least  a  majority 
of  the  board,  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  of  November,  issue  their 
warrant  as  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  act :  Provided^  how- 
ever.  The  road  master  may  retain  in  the  hands,  of  four  taxables  in  his 
district,  four  dollars,  to  be  used  at  the  direction  of  the  road  master  in 
repairing  of  or  removing  obstructions  in  the  nrnds,  aHer  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember, and  before  the  road  master  settles  his  accounts. 

Section  6.  And  the  road  master  shall  notify  each  person  named  in 
his  duplicate,  of  the  time  and  place  he  intends  to  work  on  said  roads; 
and  if  the  person  so  notified  n^leets  or  refuses  to  work  as  directed. 
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Booh  deltnquent  shall  be  vetnrned  by  the  road  master  forthwith  to  the 
comniisaioners ;  and  in  case  any  road  master  shall  refuse  to  act  or  to 
perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  Penalty' 
five  dollars,  to  be  collected  before  a  justice,  as  other  sums  of  like 
amount,  and  the  commissionc^rs  shall  appoint  another  to  serve  in  his 
place. 

Skction  7.  The  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  their  Wamnt  to  ooa- 
warrants  to  the  constable  of  the  township,  for  the  collection  of  any  itablfl. 
money  that  may  be  due  from  resident  taxables,  returnable  in  twenty 
days  to  the  treasurer  of  the  township;  and  the  constable  is  hereby 
required  to  execute  the  same,  under  the  same  regulations,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  and  for  like  fees,  as  the  said  constable  now  do  perform 
and  have  in  case  of  executions. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  take  chaige  Dnty  of  eommis- 
of  all  the  roads  and  bridges  in  the  county,  except  county  bridges,  and  to  eionen  in  relation 
lay  out  and  alter  the  same  at  the  request,  in  writing,  of  not  less  than  *^J°**  ""^ 
fifty  citizens  of  said  township,  if  the  commissioners  deem  it  necessary;  ^"^9"* 
and  if  neoessary,  said  commissioners  shall  employ  an  artist  to  measure, 
grade,  and  make  draAs  of  such  roads,  who  shall  receive  one  dollar 
and  fiAy  cents  per  day,  necessarily  employed  in  measuring,  grading,  and 
drafting,  to  be  paid  on  orders  drawn  by  the  road  commissioners  on 
the  treasurer  of  the  proper  township ;  and  they  shall  furnish  the  town- 
ship cleik  with  a  return  of  all  such  roads  laid  out  or  altered,  in  the  same 
manner  as  viewers  now  make  report  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  f 
and  said  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  roads  so  laid  out  or  altered, 
and  return  the  same,  every  court,  to  the  clerk  of  the  quarter  ses- 
sions, who  shall  record  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  reports  of 
views  are  now  recorded ;  and  the  said  township  clerk  shall  receive  one 
dollar  for  every  such  return.  When  any  road  is  wanting,  which  shall 
pass  out  of  any  township  into  another  township,  the  same  shall  be  laid 
out  and  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  of  the  town- 
ships through  which  said  road  pass ;  and  in  all  cases  the  roads  shall  be 
laid  out  so  as  to  do  as  Hide  injury  as  possible  to  private  property ;  and 
the  departure  firom  a  horizontal  line  shall,  at  no  point,  exceed  five 
degrees,  except  where  by  moderate  fiUii^  or  bridging,  the  declination 
may  be  preserved  witliin  that  limit 

Section  9.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  in  the  month  of  Decem-  Anmiallistof  on- 
ber  of  each  year,  make  out  a  list  of  all  unseated  lands  in  each  township  ■eated  lands  to  bo 
on  which  the  road  tax  of  the  current  year  remains  unpaid;  and  one  of  "*^«- 
said  commissioners  shall,  in  said  month  of  December,  make  return  of 
said  unseated  lands  to  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  and  certify  the 
same;  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  for  collecting  the  tax  on 
said  lands  as  are  now  had  where  the  returns  are  made  by  the  super- 
visors. 

Section  10.  All  moneys  raised  in  said  townships,  by  tax  or  other-  Moneys  to  bo 
wise,  for  road  purposes,  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  paid  to  trwsarar. 
the  proper  township ;  uid  whenever  there  is  money,  either  in  the  town- 
ship or  county  treasury  for  the  purpose,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  said  road  commissioners,  that  contracts  will  be  let  out  at  a  certain  Contracti,  how 
time  and  place  to  be  mentioned,  to  build  any  bridge  according  to  a  speci-  ^ 
fied  plan,  or  furnish  index  boards  as  may  be  necessary;  and  at  the  time 
and  place  mentioned,  the  same  shall  be  put  up  at  public  vendue  or  out- 
cry, and  let  to  the  lowest  bidder;  and  when  the  same  is  fully  completed, 
according  to  the  proposed  plan,  the  same  shall  be  paid  for  by  orders 
drawn  by  two  or  more  of  the  commissioners,  on  the  treasurer. 

Section  11.  The  said  commissioners  and  treasurer  shall  annually 
settle  their  accounts  with  the  auditon  of  the  township,  as  supervisors 
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now  do  ander  existing  laws;  and  the  office  of  sapervisor,  in  the  coonty 
aforeaaid,  is  hereby  abolished. 

Section  12.  The  compensation  of  said  road  commissioners  shall 
not  exceed  one  dollar  per  day ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  not 
be  paid  for  more  than  five  days  in  each  year,  except  for  viewing  and 
locating  roads,  for  which  service  they  shall  receive  one  dollar  per  day, 
for  each  day  necessarily  employed  at  the  same.  The  expense  of  all 
reviews  of  roads  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  petitioning  for  the  same, 
except  when  the  object  is  to  avoid  a  declination  exceeding  five  degrees ; 
and  whenever  persons  petitioning  for  any  review,  become  liable  for  the 
cost  of  the  same,  which  will  be  as  soon  as  report  of  said  review  is 
made  to  the  township  clerk,  il  shall  be  lawful  for  the. road  commis- 
sioners to  collect  the  same  as  other  debts  are  collected;  and  the  rend 
masters  of  the  several  districts  shall  be  allowed  the  same  daily  pay,  as 
is  allowed  to  those  who  work  out  their  tax;  and  the  assessor  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  one  dollar  for  making  out  Uie  duplicate,  certifying  and 
delivering  the  same  to  the  road  commissioners ;  which  duties,  the  said 
assessors  are  hereby  required  to  perform;  and  on  failure  to  perform  the 
same  within  the  time  specified  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected. 

Section  13.  The  said  road  masters  are  hereby  required  to  have  the 
tax,  in  their  respective  districts,  worked  out  as  soon  as  may  be  af^r 
they  receive  their  duplicates  from  the  commissioners,  and  not  later  than 
the  first  of  September,  except  as  provided  for  in  the  fifth  section  of  this 
act;  and  they  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  February  of  each  year, 
meet  with  the  said  commissioDers,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed 
upon  by  said  commissioners,  and  settle  their  respective  accounts ;  and 
any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  road  masters  to  setde,  or  to  work  out 
their  taxes  as  above  stated,  shall  subject  those  neglecting  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of  equal  amount  are  bj 
law  recoverable,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  at  the  suit  of  the  proper 
treasurer  of  the  township,  on  complaint  made  by  the  commissioners  lo 
said  treasurer. 

Section  14%  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  commissioners,  and  of 
all  collectors  of  any  other  taxes  whatsoever,  to  make  return  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  any  exonerations  claimed  by  them,  on  or 
before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  said  county  commissioners  to  grant  any  exonerations  after 
that  time,  nor  for  the  county  treasurer  to  sell  any  unseated  lands  for 
any  taxes,  which  have  not  been  so  returned  and  exonerated  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  15.  Whenever  any  person  is  aggrieved  by  reason  of  any 
new  road  being  laid  out  or  altered  by  the  commissioners,  the  person  so 
aggrieved  may  make  complaint  to  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said 
township,  or  lo  any  two  justices  near  convenient  to  the  commissioners, 
who  shall  send  a  nntice  to  them,  to  meet  at  a  place  and  time  men- 
tioned in  said  notice;  and  said  justices  shall  hear  the  complaint,  and 
the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  decide  as  to  them  shall 
seem  just  and  right,  saving  to  either  party  who  is  dissatisfied  with  such 
decision,  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  now  allowed  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor;  the 
cost  to  be  paid  by  the  complainant  or  the  township,  as  the  case  may 
finally  result,  and  to  be  taxed  as  costs  for  similar  services  are  nov 
allowed  by  law. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of  the  several  town- 
ships in  the  said  county  of  Armstrong,  at  the  same  time  and  place  at 
which  they  elect  road  commissioners,  to  elect  one  person  as  township 
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treasurer  for  each  township,  who  shall  serve  for  thiee  years,  and  until 
another  is  duly  elected  and  constituted;  and  shall,  before  entering  on 
disehafge  of  the  duties  of  said  office  of  treasurer,  give  bond  with  secu-  Seturity. 
rity,  to  be  approved  by  the  road  commissioners,  in  a  sum  double  the 
amoant  that  is  likely  to  come  into  his  hands,  with  a  power  of  attorney 
to  confess  judgment  thereon  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  said 
bond  to  be  deposited  with  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  township; 
and  the  said  road  commissioners  shall,  when  they  deem  it  necessary 
for  the  safety  of  the  funds  in  the  treasurer's  hands,  have  judgment 
thereon  entered  on  the  comnf^on  pleas  docket  of  said  county  of  Arm- 
strong ;  and  on  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  by  the  town- 
ship auditors,  in  each  year,  he  shall  receive  five  per  cent  on  all  moneys  P^  cent, 
received  and  paid  out  by  him,  on  orders  of  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  as  a  full  compensation  for  his  services. 

SEcnow  17.  The  existing  road  laws,  so  far  as  they  are  supplied  or  Repeal, 
altered  by  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed  in  the  aforesaid  county  of  Arm- 
strong ;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  When  act  to  take 
February  next.  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-  •^•^ 
seven. 

SccmoN  18.  It  shall  and  maybe  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  County  eom.  to 
Armstrong  county,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  "d  in  erection  of 
money,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  out  of  the  county  funds,  pj*"^**  ®'?^ 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  erection  of  a  bridge  over  Plumb  creek,     ""  ^^"* 
at  the  place  where  the  turnpike  road  from  Kittanning  to  Indiana  crosses 
said  creek. 

Section  10.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Armstrong  and  Clear-  Armstnni|and 
field  turnpike  road  company,  to  collect  tolls  on  that  part  of  their  road  Cleerfield^irn- 
which  lies  between  Kittanning  and  Smicksburg;  and  any  person  travel-  P^^*  ^'»  ^  ^^^ 
ing  on  said  road  and  refusing  to  pay  toll,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  ^''''

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hovae  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Cofnmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Msembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Jacob  Hammer,  of  Schuylkill  county,  Charles  Ulnkey,  of  Carbon 
county,  and  William  Bock,  of  Lehigh  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  comroisstoners,  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road  from  the  court 
house,  in  the  borough  of  Orwigsburg,  by  way  of  BiTKeansbuig,  Focht*s

It  shall  be  the  dtrty  tif  the  said  board  of  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or  aflitma- 
tion  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  some  other  officer  authorized  to 
administer  oaths,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  with

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  make  Draft, 
out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road^  noticing  therein 
the  coar^esand  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements  passed  through, 
and  also  the  crossing  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such 
other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation  ;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  ofiice  of  the  secretary  of  tlie  commonwealth,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty -seven,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  respective  county  in  which  said  road 
may  be  laid  out,  on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  may  be 
practicable,  which  shall  be  the  record  thereof;  and  from  thenceforth, 
the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  public  highway,  and 
shall  be  opened  and  repaired,  in  all  respects  as  roads  are  opened  and 
repaired,  which  are  laid  out  by  order  of  the  courts  aforesaid. 

Skction  5.  Said  commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  vacate  so  Power  to  vacstc. 
much  of  any  road  as  may  be  supplied  by  the  new  one,  if  it  shall  appear 
expedient  to  do  so ;  and  in  case  any  branch  or  lateral  road  may  be  ob- 
structed, by  vacating  any  parts  of  roads  so  supplied,^  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  commissioners  to  connect  ail  sueh  lateral  or  cross  roads  with 
the  main  line  of  road  laid  out  by  them. 

Sbction  6.  That  the  accounts  of  said  commissioners,  for  their  own,  Acoounu. 
and  the  pay  of  the  surveyor,  chain  bearers,  axemen,  et  cetera,  shall  be 
made  oat  and  returned  to  the  commissioners  of  such  counties  in  which 
snch  road  may  be  located,  in  proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  the  respec- 
tive counties  in  locating  said  raad,  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  respective  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual  way. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  Time  of  meeting, 
first  day  of  September  next,  and  complete  the  view  of  said  road ;  and  if 
any  vacancy  shall  ocqui[9  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  of , the  coun(y  where  such  vacancy  shall  exist,  shall  appoint 
a  suitable  person,  who  shall  perform  said  duty.

Reforming  the  road  and  bridge  laws  in  the  county  of  Butler. 

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  difTerent  townships,  in  the  county  of  Butler, 
shall,  on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  at  their'  township  election, 
elect  three  persons,  who  shall  be  styled  commissioners  of  roads  and 
bridges. 

Section  2.  That  said  electors  shall,  at  their  said  next  March  elec- 
tion, and  tri-ennially  thereafter,  also  elect  one  person  to  serve  three 
years,  as  township  treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond  to  the  township,  in 
such  sum,  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  said  road 
commissioners,  and  with  a  power  of  attorney  to  confess  judgment, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  which  bond 
may  be  entered  whenever  said  commissioners  shall  deem  such  entry 
necessary  for  the  security  of  the  t,ownship;  and  each  treasurer  shall 
receive  for  his  services,  on  the  settlement  of  his  account,  five  per  cent 
on  all  moneys  by  him  received. 

Section  3.  That  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons 
elected  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  township  clerk, 
or  in  his  absence,  at  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper 
township,  most  convenient  to  the  place  of  holding  the  election  in  the 
township,  who  shall  proceed  to  class  the  said  commissioners;  one  to 
serve  three  years,  one  to  serve  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  one  year; 
and  as  soon  as  the  clerk  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  completed 
the  classification,  he  shall  perform  an  bath  or  affirmation  to  each  of  the

ment, to  draw  off  in  a  duplicate,  the  names  of  all  the  taxabies  in  said 
township,  together  with  all  the  property  of  each  taxable  assessed  by 
said  assessor,  for  county  rates  and  levies,  and  the  same  valuation 
thereon  as  placed  for  county  purposes ;  and  the  said  assessor  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  last  assessment  and  valuation  of 
said  township,  and  deliver  the  same  to  said  commissioners,  within  five

and  unavoidable  repairs  be  required,  the  commissioners  may  raise  an 
additional  sum  for  that  purpose,  not  exceeding  one-half  per  cent  in  any  AdditionaL 
one  year,  in  the  whole ;  and  if  after  the  first  year,  the  commissioners 
shall  find  it  necessary,  they  may  each  year  collect  a  part  of  the  tax, 
not  exceeding  fifteen  per  cent,  in  money,  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
roads  and  bridges  in  said  townships,  and  for  the  payment  of  other  town- 
ship expenses.

Reforming  the  road  and  bridge  laws  in  the  county  of  Butler. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eqprcsenta- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  different  townships,  in  the  county  of  Butler* 
shall,  on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  at  their'  township  election, 
elect  three  persons,  who  shall  be  styled  commissioners  of  roads  and 
bridges. 

Section  2.  That  said  electors  shall,  at  their  said  next  March  elec- 
tion, and  tri-ennially  thereafter,  also  elect  one  person  to  serve  three 
years,  as  township  treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond  to  the  township,  in 
such  sum,  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  said  road 
commissioners,  and  with  a  power  of  attorney  to  confess  judgment^ 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  which  bond 
raa;^  be  entered  whenever  said  commissioners  shall  deem  such  entry 
necessary  for  the  security  of  the  township;  and  each  treasurer  shall 
receive  for  his  services,  on  the  settlement  of  his  account,  Ave  per  cenu 
on  all  moneys  by  him  received. 

Section  3.  That  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons 
elected  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  township  clerk, 
or  in  his  absence,  at  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper 
township,  most  convenient  to  the  place  of  holding  the  election  in  the 
township,  who  shall  proceed  to  class  the  said  commissioners;  one  to 
serve  three  years,  one  to  serve  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  one  year: 
and  as  soon  as  the  clerk  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  completed 
the  classification,  he  shall  perform  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  each  of  the 
said  commissioners,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  administer  the  duties  of 
said  office,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  the  township  records ;  and  the 
qualified  voters  in  each  of  said  townships  shall,  annually,  at  the  town- 
ship elections  thereafter,  elect  one  person  for  commissioner,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  three  years ;  and  if  any  vacancy  occurs,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  supplied  by  appointment  by  the  residue  of  the  board,  until  the 
next  election. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  commissioners  are  qualified,  they 
shall  request  the  assessor  of  the  township,  who  made  the  last  assess- 
ment, to  draw  off  in  a  duplicate,  the  names  of  all  the  taxables  in  said 
township,  together  with  all  the  property  of  each  taxable  assessed  by 
said  assessor,  for  county  rates  and  levies,  and  the  same  valuation 
thereon  as  placed  for  county  purposes ;  and  the  said  assessor  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  last  assessment  and  valuation  of 
said  township,  and  deliver  the  same  to  said  commissioners,  within  five 
days  after  the  request  made  to  draw  off  the  same;  and  a  failure  to 
comply  with  such  request,  shall  subject  the  assessor  so  failing,  to  a 
penidty  of  ten  dollaiB,  to  be  recovered  by  the  township,  as  debu  of  a 
like  amount  are  recoverable.

Section  1.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Xepresenla- 
(ives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penmylvania  in  General  j^asemNy 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  The 
Harrisbni^g;  bridge  compan/are  hereby  auihorized  to  borrow  any  som 
of  money,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  re 
building  their  bridge  over  the  Susquehanna  river,  at  Harrisburg ;  and  if 
deemtea  expedient  for  the  same  purpose,  the  said  company  shall  and 
may  sell  or  receive  subscriptions  for  any  number  of  shares  of  the  capita] 
stock  of  the  said  company,  not  exceeding  seven  thousand  shares*  i& 
addition  to  those  already  subscribed:  Provided^  That  the  said  sub> 
scriptions  shall  be  valid  and  binding  on  the  subscribers,  notwitstanding 
no  money  shall  have  been  paid  by  them  at  the  time  of  their  subscrip- 
tion.

Section  7.  That  part  of  ^he  said  tripartite  bridge  which  shall  cross 
the  steamboat  channel  of  the  Monongahela  river,  shall  be  erected  at  a 
heightb  of  at  least  seventy  feet  above  a  ten  feet  stage  of  water,  according 
to  &e  present  ordinary  mode  of  estimating  the  same ;  and  that  part  of 
the  said  tripartite  bridge  which  shall  cross  the  steamboat  channel  of  the 
Allegheny  river,  shall  be  erected  at  a  height  of  at  least  fif\y  feet  above 
a  ten  feet  stage  of  water,  according  to  the  present  ordinary  mode  of 
estimating  the  same. 

Section  8.  The  said  company  shall  proceed  to  carry  on  the  said 
tripartite  bridge  within  five  years  afler  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall^ 
within  ten  years  from  the  passage  thereof,  complete  the  same,  other- 
wise it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth, 
to  resume  all  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to 
the  said  company. 

Section  9.  The  legislature  reserves  the  power  to  alter  or  repeal  this 
charter  whenever  in  their  opinion  it  shall  be  necessaiy  so  to  do :  Pro- 
mded  liowever^  That  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

entitle  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  to  vote  at  any  such  election  or 
general  meeting ;  nor  shall  any  person  or  party,  females  excepted,  resi- 
ding within  ten  miles  of  the  place  appointed  for  any  such  election  or  ^ 
general  meeting,  be  entided  to  vote  by  proxy:  no  person  shall  represent 
by  proxy  more  than  three  absent  stockholders,  nor  shall  any  proxy  be 
received  or  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall  bear 
date,  and  have  been  duly  executed  and  acknowledged  before  some  per- 
son legally  authorized,  at  the  place  of  executing  the  same,  to  take  such 
aeknowledgments  within  the  three  months  next  preceding  such  elec- 
tion or  general  meeting ;  and  every  such  proxy  received  and  voted  upon 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  retained  and  filed  amongst  the  papers  of  the  com- 
pany, until  aAer  the  next  annua]  election  or  general  meeting,  subject  to 
the  inspection  or  examination  of  any  stockhdider  who  may  desire  it 

Section  6.  That  the  president  and  directors,  for  the  time  being,  are  Duties  of  the 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exercise  all  the  powers  granted  board. 
to  the  corporation ;  they  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall 
be  by  them  deemed  most  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  when  met  seven  shall  be  a  quorum :  the  president,  if  present,  Quoram. 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  die  board,  and  when  absent,  the  board 
shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tern. ;  they  shall  keep  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  fairly  entered  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  they  shall  choose  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  may  appoint  or 
employ  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  superintendents,  artisans, 
workmen  or  other  persons,  as  in  their  opinions  may  be  necessary  or 
proper  in  the  conducting  and  management  of  the  affairs  and  business 
of  said  corporation,  at  such  times,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine  $  they  may  require 
security,  in  such  amounts  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  of  each  or  any 
of  said  officers,  or  other  persons  by  them  appointed  or  employed,  and 
generally  to  do  all  other  such  acts,  matters  and  things,  as  by  this  act, 
and  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  company,  they  may  be 
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anthorized  to  do;  the  treasurer  of  said  company  shall  enter  into  one  or 
more  sureties,  satisfactory  to  the  president  and  directors,  in  a  sum  qo« 
less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discfaaige 
of  all  the  duties  of  his  office  while  he  shall  continue  to  hold  the  same, 
and  for  faithfully  accounting  for  and  paying  over  according  to  law,  and 
the  by>laiirs  of  the  company,  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands 
as  treasurer  aforesaid,  and  for  the  payment  to  his  successor  in  office, 
or  other  person  authorized  by  the  president  and  directors  to  receive  the 
same,  the  balance  of  all  such  moneys;  and  in  like  manner,  for  the 
delivery  lo  said  successor,  or  other  person  authorized  as  aforesaid,  all 
books,  papers,  documents,  accounts  and  property,  that  he  may  hare 
or  hold,  by  virtue  of  his  office  $  and  the  bond  or  bonds  of  the  treasurer 
shall  be  renewed  at  least  once  in  every  two  years. 

Sbction  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  the  amount  of  sah- 
ries  and  wages  of  the  several  officers,  engineers  and  agents,  employed 
by  them ;  bat  no  director  shall  be  allowed  any  compensation  but  the 
president,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by 'the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  directors. 

Section  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  first  chosen,  shall  pro- 
cure  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares  of  the  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates  or  evidences,  signed  by 
the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  or  party  entitled  to  receive 
the  same,  according  to  the  number  of  shares  by  him,  her  or  them, 
respectively  subscribed  or  held;  which  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock 
shall  be  transferable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder,  in  a  suitable  book  or 
books,  to  be  kept  by  the  company  for  that  purpose,  in  person,  or  by 
attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer, 
subject  however,  to  all  payments  due  or  to  become  due  thereon ;  and 
the  assignee,  or  party  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  so  trans- 
ferred, shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation,  and  have  and  enjoy  all 
the  immunities,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  be  subject  to  all  Uie  lia- 
bilities, conditions  and  penalties  incident  thereto,  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  original  subscriber  would  have  been :  Provided^  That  no  certi- 
ficate shall  be  transferred,  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is  indebted  to 
said  company,  unless  the  board  of  directors  shall  consent  thereto. 

Section  9.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  called  in, 
and  paid  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  proportions  and  instal- 
ments, not  however  exceeding  five  dollars  per  share,  in  any  period  of 
sixty  days,  as  the  directors  shall  require,  of  which  public  notice  shall 
be  given,  for  at  least  three  successive  weeks  next  preceding  the  time  or 
tiroes  appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  newspapers  last  above  men- 
tioned $  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  or 
instalment  so  called  for,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  he,  she,  or 
they,  shall  be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  the  proportion  or  instalment 
so  called  for,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent  per  month  for  the  delay  of 
such  payment;  and  if  the  same  and  the  additional  penalty,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  six  months,  he,  she  or 
they,  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the 
company,  all  right,  title  and  interest  in,  and  to  every  and  all  share  or 
shares,  on  account  of  which  such  default  in  payment  may  be  made  as 
aforesaid;  or  the  directors  may,  at  their  option,  cause  suit  to  be  brought 
before  any  competent  tribunal,  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  due  on 
such  shares,  together  with  the  penalty  of  one  per  cent  per  month  as 
aforesaid ;  and  in  the  event  of  a  forfeiture,  the  share  or  shares,  so  for- 
feited, may  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  die  by-

laws  ;  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election,  nor  at 
any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  company,  on  whose  share  or 
shares  any  instalment  or  arrearages  may  be  due,  more  than  thirty  days 
next  preceding  said  election  or  meeting. 

Section  10.  That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  said  com-  Dividends. 

pany«  9a  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  directors,  shall  be  declared  in  the 

months  of  May  and  November,  in  each  and  every  year,  and  be  paid 

lo  the  stockholders,  or  their  legal  representatives,  on  application  at  the 

office  of  said  company,  at  any  time  ader  the  expiration  of  ten  days 

from  the  time  of  declaring  the  same;  but  the  said  dividends  shall  in 

no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits  actually  acquired  by  Uie 

company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired  thereby;  and 

if  the  said  directors  shall  make  any  dividend,  which  shall  impair  the 

capital  stock  of  the  company,  the  directors  consenting  thereto  shall  be 

liable^  in  their  individual  capacities,   to  the  said  company,  for  the 

amount  of  capital  stock  so  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt,  as  in 

other  cases ;  and  each  director  present,  when  such  dividend  shall  be 

declared,  shall  be  considered  as  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith 

enter  his  protest  on  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  to 

the  stockholders  of  the  declaring  of  such  dividend  :  Provided  however,  Proviw. 

That  after  bona  fide  contracts  shall  have  been  made  for  the  immediate 

construction  of  fiAeen  miles  of  road,  at  each  end  thereof,  a  sum  equal 

to  five  per  centum  per  annum,  on  all  capital  stock  of  said  company 

actually  paid  in,  shall  be  estimated  and  credited  to  the  several  holders 

thereof,  on  account  of  the  amounts  payable  by  them,  respectively,  for 

stock  subscribed;  and  shall  so  continue  to  be  estimated  and  credited,

said  estimates  and  credits  shall  be  estimated  and  considered  as  part  of 

the  cost  of  construction :  And  provided  further^  That  no  dividends  of  Proviio.

cuttings  or  high  embankments,  or  places  selected  for  sideings,  turn-outs, 
depots,  engine  or  water  stations,  to  exceed  four  rods  in  width ;  and 
thereon  to  lay  down,  erect,  construct  and  establish  a  railroad,  with  one 
or  more  tracks,  with  such  branches  or  lateral  roads  as  are  hereinafter 
mentioned;  and  with  such  bridges,  viaducts,  turn-outs,  sideings  or  other 
devises,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  useful,  beginning  at,  and  unit- 
ing with  the  western  terminus  oi  the  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth,  Mount  Joy 
and  Lancaster  railroiad,  in  the  borough  of  Harrisbuig  :  Provided,  Said  Prontou 
Harrisburg,  Portsmouth,  Mount  Joy  and  Lancaster  railroad  company  Locttion. 
shdl  be  subject  to,  and  consent  to  the  same  rate  of  Ux  on  tonnage,  for 
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the  use  of  the  state,  as  is  provided  to  be  paid  in  this  act,  by  the  Pennsjl- 
vania  railroad  company  $  and  in  case  the  said  Harrisbuig,  Portsmousfa, 
Mount  Joy  and  Lancaster  railroad  company  should  not  agree  to  comi^T 
with  these  conditions,  within  three  months  after  the  distance  of  ^fteen 
miles  from  Harrisbuig,  westward,  shall  bona  fide  be  put  under  contract^  the 
said  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  are  authorized  to  connect  their  road

of  toll  or  other  compensation,  for  the  use  of  the  said  road,  and  of  said 
motive  power,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  passengem,  the  transportation 
of  merchandize  and  commodities,  and  the  cars  or  other  vehicles  con- 
uining  the  same,  or  otherwise,  passing  over  or  on  said  railroad,  as  to 
the  president  and  directors  shall  seem  reasonable :  Provided  however^  Proviso. 
neverthdessj  That  said  rotes  of  toll  and  motive  power  charges,  so  to 
be  established,  demanded  or  received,  when  the  cars  used  for  snch  con- 
veyance or  transportation  are  owned  or  furnished  by  others,  shall  not 
exceed  two  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  three  cents  Tolb.

times  during  the  usual  hours  of  business,  shall  have  free  access  to,  and 
liberty  to  inspect  and  examine  all  such  books,  accounts,  way-bills,  bills 
of  freight,  manifests  and  other  papers  of  the  company,  as  may  be 
necessary  and  proper,  to  enable  the  said  agent  or  agents  to  ascertain,

That  it  shall  at  all  times  be  lawful  for  a  cmramittee  of 
the  legislature,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  inspect  the  books  and 
examine  into  the  proceedings  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  and  to 
report  whether  the  provisions  of  this  charter  have  been  by  the  same 
abused  or  violated  $  and  if  the  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  refuse  to 
be  sworn  or  affirmed,  or  give  evidence,  or  refuse  to  produce  any  of  their 
books  or  papers,  that  may  be  demanded,  before  any  such  committee,  thea 
the  legislature  may,  by  law,  declare  the  said  charter  void,  and  repenl 
Prooeedings  to  the  same ;  and  whenever  any  committee  as  aforesaid,  shall  find  and 
forfeit  tfaschartsr.  report,  or  the  governor  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  charter  has 
been  violated,  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  l^islature  to  direct,  or  the  gov- 
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emor  to  order,  a  scire  facias^  to  be  sued  out  of  the  supreme  court  of

usages  of  law,  as  in  other  cases:  the  first  twenty  of  the  commissioners  Powers  of  corn- 
appointed  in  the  frrst  section  of  this  act,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  have  minionera. 
authority  to  convene  the  commissioners  at  such  suitable  time  and  place, 
as  they  may  designate  for  that  purpose,  giving  sufficient  notice  thereof, 
as  the  occasion  may  seem  to  require  ;  and  all  reasonable  expenses  in-

Skction  25.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  not  commence  the  con-  CommencemeDt 
slruetion  of  said  railroad  witltin  two  years,  and  complete  and  open  the  ^^  completion, 
same  for  use,  with  one  or  more  tracks,  within  the  term  of  ten  years  ^ 
or  if,  after  the  completion,  the  said  railroad  shall  be  suffered  to  go  into 
decay,  and  be  impassable  for  the  term  of  two  years,  then  this  charter  shall 
be  null  and  void,  except  so  far  as  relates  to  the  payment  of  damages.

Section  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^   That

gesses and  assistants  and  auditors,  shall  have  so  ascertained  the  number 
of  dqgs  aforesaid,  they  shall  levy,  and  cause  to  be  collected  annually, 
from  every  person  or  persons  owning  one  or  more  dogs,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  dog,  by  the  coUectors  of  the 
borough  and  road  taxes,  in  the  borough  and  townships  aforesaid,  at  the 
same  time«  and  in  the  same  manner  that  the  said  borough  and  road  ux 
is  now  collected,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  borough  treasurer,  and 
to  the  town  clerk  of  the  proper  township,  who  is  hereby  constituted 
treasurer  of  the  sheep  fund  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  said  trea- 
surers, to  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  money  arising  from  the  tax  on 
dogs ;  and  when  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  borough  or  townships,  shall 
have  had  any  sheep  destroyed  by  a  dog  or  dogs,  he  or  she  may  appir

The  persons  elected  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of 
the  burgesBes  and  assistant  bui^esses  of  said  borough,  and  the  auditois 
of  said  townships,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  appraisers 
of  the  damage  done  by  dogs,  within  the  said  borough  and  townships, 
and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  examine  any  person  that 
shall  appear  before  them  respecting  the  premises,  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  be  by  them  administered. 

Section  4.  Every  dog  kept  or  staying  about  any  house,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  evidence  of  ownership,  to  authorize  the  person  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  to  return  the  person  inhabiting  said  house,  as 
the  owner  or  possessor  of  such  dog ;  and  any  person  sending  his  or 
her  dog  from  house  to  house,  or  place  to  place,  in  order  to  evade  the 
said  tax,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  double  tax  therefor ;  and  every  dog  not 
returned  shall  be  deemed  to  have  no  owner,  and  may  be  lawfully  killed 
by  any  person  seeing  him  running  at  lam.

AN  ACT 

Relative  to  the  aBseflsment  and  collection  of  an  additional  school  tax,  in  certain 
townships  in  the  county  of  Chester,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaenia- 
lives  of  the  Commontoealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
whenever  in  any  year  hereafter,  the  school  districts  of  Tredyffrin,  West  Certain  school 
Nantmeal,  East  Whiteland,  Uwchlan  and  WilHstown,  in  the  county  o(^^^^'^ 
Chester,  shall  on  trial,  fail  to  vote  an  additional  tax  for  school  purposes,  gdjitjongi  Bchool 
according  to  the  provision  of  the  act  of  the  thirteenth  of  June,  eighteen  laz. 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  relating  to  the  general  system  of  education  by 
common  schools ,  the  school  directors  of  said  districts  are  hereby  autho- 
rized to  assess,  on  every  scholar  that  shall  attend  any  of  the  public  schools 
in  said  districts,  or  that  shall  reside  in  said  district,  and  be  schooled  at  the 
expense  of  the  same,  in  any  adjoining  district,  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion  of  said  directors,  to  be  paid  by 
the  parents,  guardians,  masters,  or  other  persons  having  charge  of  such 
scholar,  in  proportion  to  their  ability  to  pay,  in  such  manner  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  directors  to  demand  and  Tax,  how  to  be 
receive  from  any  parents,  guardians,  masters,  or  other  persons  bavins  collected  and 
charge  of  any  children  in  said  districts,  that  may  send  to  any  of  said  P^* 
schools,  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  on  each  scholar  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  quarter;  and  if  any  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other 
person  having  chai^ge  of  any  such  children,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  said  tax,  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  quarter  or  term,  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  issue  his  warrant  to  the  district 
collector,  authorizing  him  to  collect  the  same;  and  the  said  collector 
shall  have  like  power  to  enforce  the  payment  of  said  tax,  as  is  given 
him  by  the  common  school  law  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  to 
collect  the  tax  assessed  upon  property  for  school  purposes,  and  shall 
receive  the  like  compensation  for  his  services. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  exonerate  any  Power  to  exon- 
parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  any  chii-  erate. 
dren,  &om  the  payment  of  said  tax,  or  omit  the  assessment  thereof,  if

Section  4.  That  the  school  directors  of  the  Kennett  school  district, 
of  said  county  of  Chester,  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  ground, 
and  erect  a  suitable  school  house  in  each  section  of  the  district,  such  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper;  and  to  assess  a  tax  on  such  section,  of 
an  amount  that  will,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  by  the  said  directors  for  that  purpose, 
be  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  ground,  and  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ings aforesaid.

To  authorize  a  state  road  from  a  point  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  and  Clinton  grade,  in 
Allegheny  county,  to  intersect  the  Pittsburg  and  Steubenville  road,  near  Clark's 
mill,  in  Washington  county,  and  for  the  review  of  a  state  road  from  Woodward'a 
mill,  in  Armstrong  county,  to  the  borough  of  Indiana,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembhf 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enactea  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
John  White,  of  Allegheny  county*  James  Pollock,  and  Edward  Co 
M'Donald,  of  Washington  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  to  view  and  lay  oat  a  state*  road  from  the  Clinton  and 
Mount  Pleasant  grade,  near  Forbes'  miU,  in  Allegheny  county,  by  the 
way  of  the  Robinson  meeting  house,  and  tlie  mill  formerly  owned  by  Location. 
Robert  Withrow,  in  Washington  eounty,  to  intersect  the  Pittsbui^g  and 
Steubenyille  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  William  OUrk's  mill. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  comqiiasioners  re-  Daty  of  comnuB- 
spectively,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  eioner». 
justice  of  the  peace,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act, 
with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  view  the  ground  over  which 
the  said  road  may  pass,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  of  the  width  of  thirty- 
three  feet,  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  line  shall  at 
no  point  exceed  five  degrees,  except  at  the  crossing  of  ravines  and 
streams,  where,  by  moderate  excavation,  filling  or  bridging,  the  declina- 
tion of  the  said  road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit.

Section  5.  That  tiie  acouDts  of  the  said  commissioners,  for  iheir  awn, 
and  the  pay  of  a  surveyor,  chain  bearer,  axe-man,  &c.,  shall  be  made 
out,  and  returned  to  the  commissioners  of  such  counties  in  which  said 
road  may  be  located,  in  proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  the  respeciiTe 
counties  in  the  location  of  said  road,  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  ilie 
treasury  of  the  respective  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual 
manner.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  a  more  effectual  and  cconoiAical  mode  of  collecUog  state  and  coootr 
taxes,  in  the  county  of  Delaware. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autliority  of  tlie  same^  That 
Duty  of  cominis-  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of 
sioners.  Delaware,  in  each  and  every  year,  immediately  afler  the  assessment 

of  taxes  for  state  and  county  purposes  shall  be  completed,  in  the  man- 
ner now  prescribed  by  law,  to  cause  their  clerk  to  make  fair  duplicatefl 
thereof,  in  a  convenient  form,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  several  town- 
ship collectors  of  said  county,  together  with  a  certificate  under  their 
hands  respectively,  and  attested  by  their  clerk,  certifying  that  the  taxes 
charged  in  the  said  duplicates,  have  been  duly  assessed  according  to  law. 
Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  collectors,  immediately 
after  they  shall  receive  the  duplicates  of  the  assessments  from  the  county 
commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  give  at  least  twenty  days* 
notice  by  ten  printed  notices,  the  blanks  for  which  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  commissioners  of  said  county,  to  be  put  up  in  each  township  and 
borough,  of  a  time  and  place,  which  place  shall  be  as  nearly  central  as  may 
be,  at  which  they  will  attend  in  their  respective  townships  and  boroughs 
in  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  receiving  state  and  county 
taxes ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  collectors,  to  attend  at  least 
one  day  in  their  respective  townships  and  boroughs  in  said  county,  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  give  receipts  for  taxes,  in  all  cases  when 
required  by  the  person  paying  the  same  :  Provided^  That  if  any  person 
shall,  on  or  before  the  day  on  which  the  collector  shall  attend,  in  the 
township  or  borough  in  which  such  person  resides  or  is  taxed,  pay  to 
such  collector  the  amount  of  his  or  her  taxes,  such  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  deduction  of  three  per  centum  on  the  amount  thereof:  And 
provided  further.  That  the  compensation  allowed  to  collectors  for  col- 
lecting state  and  county  taxes,  in  the  county  of  Delaware,  shall  hereafter 
be  two  per  cent.,  and  no  more.

to  be  kept  in  separate  or  solitary  confinement  at  labor,  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  two  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court :  Frovidtii,  That 
this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved,  from  pursuing 
his,  her  or  their  civil  remedy,  against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  13.  Whenever,  on  the  petition  of  any  creditor,  or  on  informa- 
tion by  the  attorney  general,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  that  judgments  have  been  re- 
covered against  said  bank,  within  this  common  wealm,  and  that  there  have 
not  been  found  estate  and  effects  of  the  bank,  adequate  to  the  satisfaction 
of  such  judgments ;  or  whenever,  on  the  petition  of  any  stockholder  or 
stockholders,  owning  together  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  stock,  it  shall 
be  made  to  appear  to  the  said  court,  that  the  bank  is  in  failing  circum- 
stances, or  that  the  president  and  directors  thereof,  are  wasting  and  mis- 
managing the  affairs  and  estate  thereof,  in  any  such  case,  the  said  court 
shall  forthwith  enjoin  the  president  and  directors  from  further  inter- 
meddling with  the  estate  and  affairs  thereof;  and  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  court,  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
shall  be  called  by  the  prothonotary;  and  at  such  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, trustees  may  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders,  to  close  the  con- 
cerns of  the  said  bank,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of 
assembly  in  that  behalf  made  and  provided ;  or  a  new  election  for  di- 
rectors may  be  ordered,  to  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  said  court  may 
direct 

Section  14.  The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  ^^  An  Act 
relating  to  asaignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and  other  trustees,  "and 
the  supplements  thereto,  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  all  assignments  made 
by  the  said  bank,  whether  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  second  section 
of  the  act  of  twelfth  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two, 
or  otherwise  $  and  the  courts  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  therein  given, 
in  addition  to  the  authority  conferred  by  this  act,  to  compel  settlements 
of  the  accounts  of  assignees,  and  to  do  every  act  necessary  and  proper 
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to  aoeomplish  the  parposes  of  the  irast ;  and  to  compel  distribution  of 
the  moneys  and  assets  in  the  hands,  or  under  the  control  of  the  said 
assigneest  amongst  the  creditors  entitled  thereto,  according  to  the  just 
proportion  due  to  each. 

Section  15.  The  said  assignees  shall  pay,  out  of  the  assets  and  pro-  Order  of  pay- 
perty  of  the  said  bank,  in  case  of  any  assignment,  the  debts  and  liabili-  ment. 
ties  of  the  same,  in  the  following  order :  first,  note-holders ;  second, 
depositors ;  third,  all  other  creditors,  except  stockholders,  who  shall  be

Sbction  16.   At  all  meetings  of  stockholders  of  said  bank,  and  in  Votes, 
conducting  the  election  for  directors  thereof,  the  stockholders  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  held  by  them  re- 
spectively, as  follows,  that  is  to  say:  for  every  share  of  stock,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  shares,  the  holder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote ;  for  every  ' 
two  shares  of  stock  above  ten,  and  not  exceeding  twenty  additional 
shares,  the  holder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  ;  and  for  every  five  shares 
of  stock  above  thirty,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred,  the  holders  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote ;  and  for  every  ten  shares  above  one  hundred,     • 
one  vole :  Provided^  however^  That  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  ProTiM. 
vote,  who  is  not  actually  a  resident  of  Pennsylvania  :  Jlnd  provided  ProYiw. 
€i/so,  That  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  greater  number  of  votes, 
than  one-fourth  of  the  entire  number  of  shares  of  stock  in  said  bank. 

Section  17.  The  real  estate  which  the  said  bank  may,  at  any  time,  lUdemption  of 
acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  (except  the  property  and  banking  nal  eotate  held 
house  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  and  hold,  for  the  purpose  of  ^  ^"''k. 
transacting  its  business  therein,)  shall,  until  disposed  of  by  said  bank, 
by  a  bona  fide  sale,  be  subject,  at  any  time,  to  redemption  by  the  party 
from  whom  it  last  passed  to  said  bank,  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of 
money,  (for  which  it  may  have  been  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained,) 
with  legal  interest  thereon,  in  full.

Section  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  Duplicate  of  reg- 
bank  to  file,  or  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  i«ter  to  be  filed  in 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Philadelphia  county,  a  duplicate  of  each  *be  prothonou- 
semi-annual  register,  made  out  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  '3^'*  ^'^^* 
third  section  of  this  act,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  May  and 
November  of  every  year ;  and  the  said  duplicate,  or  copies  thereof, 
certified  by  the  said  prothonotary,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office, 
shall  be  competent  evidence  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  to  prove  the 
contents  of  the  register  so  made  out  as  aforesaid,  of  which  it  is  a  dupli- 
cate.

Exhibit  to  be  veri-  Seotioiv  21.  The  said  exhibit  shall  be  verified,  and  accompanied  by 
the  oath  or  afBrmation  of  said  president  and  cashier,  duly  attested  by  a 
magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  vhe  following  effect,  namely  : — 
that  they,  the  said  president  and  cashier,  have  carefully  examined  the 
books  and  muniments  of  the  bank,  and  have  compared  the  same  with 
the  said  exhibit,  and  have  inspected  the  several  items  of  assets,  or  the 
evidences  thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to,  and  have,  according  to 
die  best  of  their  judgment  and  ability,  valued  each  of  said  itema  of  assets 
at  the  absolute  cash  price,  which  it  would  produce  in  open  market,  at

Said  exhibit  and  affidavits  shall,  thereupon,  be  trans- 
mitted by  said  president  and  cashier,  to  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
.  wealth,  who  shall  present  the  same  to  the  governor ;  and  thereupon,  all 
other  the  requisitions  of  this  act  having  been  first  complied  with,  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  governor,  that  the  absolute  cash  value  of  the  assets 
of  the  bank,  af\er  all  just  deductions  made,  is  fully  equal  to  the  capital 
prescribed  by  the  charter,  in  such  case  letters  patent  shall  issue,  declar- 
ing tlie  same,  and  this  act  shall  thereupon  go  into  effect. 

Section  23.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  governor,  on  the  examination 
of  such  exhibit  by  him.  that  the  absolute  cash  value  of  the  assets  of  the 
bank,  after  deductions  made,  is  not  equal  to  the  amount  of  capital  pre- 
scribed, in  such  case  the  capital  shall  be  reduced,  so  as  to  be  equal  to 
the  real  amount  of  such  clear  asnets  of  the  bank,  and  every  share  of 
the  stock  thereof,  shall  be  reduced  accordingly ;  and  thereupon,  letters 
patent  shall  issue,  declaring  the  renewal  of  the  charter,  with  such  re- 
duced capital :  Provided  however^  That  letters  patent  shall,  in  no  event 
issue,  unless  it  shall  appear  that  the  clear  assets  of  the  bank  are  fully 
worth,  in  cash,  a  sum  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  full  capital  stock 
prescribed  by  the  charter. 

Section  24.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  shall  go  into  effect 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter :  Provided^  That  at  any 
time  before  the  period,  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  bank, 
called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  same,  the  holders  of  a  majority 
of  shares  voting  thereat,  shall  testify  their  acceptance  thereof  in  writing, 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  governor,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  25.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  to  alter,  re- 
voke or  annul  the  charter  of  the  said  bank,  whenever,  in  their  opinion, 
it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  in  such  man- 
ner, however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators  thereof. 
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Sbction  26.  So  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  assembly,  as  is  hereby  Repeal. 
Qtered  or  supplied,  is  hereby  repealed. '

To  provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  government,  the  repair  of  the  canals  an^ 
railroads  of  the  state,  and  other  claims  upon  the  commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprt^tfh 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssembiy 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  following  sums  be  and  they  are  hereby  specincalfy  approprialed  lo 
the  several  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  for  the  year  eommeacin^  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and 
ending  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  iti  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated.

Authorizing  the  construction  of  an  out-let  lock  on  the  Delaware  division  of  the 
Pennsylvania  canal. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  AssemUy 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  canal  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  constnict 
an  out-let  lock,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  long,  by  twenty-two  feet  wide, 
from  the  head  of  the  level  of  the  feeder,  to  the  Delaware  division  at  Wells' 
falls,  and  to  complete  the  connection  between  the  said  feeder  level  and 
the  river  Delaware ;  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  constructioQ  of 
said  out-let  lock  and  fixtures,  and  to  pay  such  damages  as  may  be 
assessed,  as  herein  directed,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  not 
exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  higher  than 
five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  if  such  loan  can  be  had 
on  the  terms,  and  in  view  of  the  means  of  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  thereof^  as  hereinailer  directed.

erect  a  dam  across  the  river  Delaware,  at  Wells'  falls,  in  order  to  facili- 
tate navigation,  passing  to  and  from  said  out-let  lock,  and  tr>  increase  the 
supply  of  water  for  the  lower  levels  of  the  said  canal,  without  the  water 
wheels  now  used  there  for  that  purpose,  if  the  legislature  of  New  Jersey 
shall  consent  thereto }  the  said  dam  to  be  not  more  than  three  feet  above 
the  ordinary  low  water  surface  of  the  river,  with  a  suitable  opening  and

the  expenses  of  the  constniction  of  said  dam,  and  to  pay  such  damages 
to  private  property  as  may  be  assessed,  as  hereinafter  directed,  the  said 
commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  higher  than  five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  if  such  loan  can  be  had  on  the  terms,  and  in  view  of  the  means 
of  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  prmcipal  thereof,  as  hereinafter 
directed. 

Section  4.  That  all  damages  to  private  property  sustained,  or  likely  Damage  to  be 
to  be  sustained,  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  said  out-let  lock,  or  aaieMed  and  paid, 
dam,  or  by  raising  the  water  in  said  river  Delaware,  in  consequence  of 
said  constructions,  shall  be  assessed  as  soon  as  practicable,  by  said  canal 
commissioners,  and  be  forthwith  paid  on  their  warrant,  out  of  the  money 
borrowed  by  virtue  of  this  act ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to 
be  retained,  out  of  said  money  first  borrowed,  so  much  thereof  as  they 
shall  reasonably  estimate  will  cover  and  pay  all  sueh  damages ;  and  if, 
on  assessment  thereof,  there  should  be  any  deficiency  in  such  retained

low  water  surface  of  the  river,  with  a  suitable  opening  and  achute,  s5 
wide  as  the  present  rafting  channel,  and  so  constructed,  with  head  walb 
and  such  fixtures,  as  will  render  the  ascending  and  descending  navigation 
as  easy,  safe  and  convenient  as  the  same  now  is,  at  said  island,  and  ai 
all  times,  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same,  so  as  to  preserve  said  sute  of 
navigation ;  the  plan  and  structure  of  said  dam  to  be  approved  by  thiee 
commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  New  Jersey,  and  by  the  canal  com- 
missioners of  Pennsylvania  :  Provided^  That  no  private  propertr 
within  this  commonwealth  shall  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  said 
dam,  at  Slack's  island,  or  Scudder's  falls,  nor  be  overflowed,  nor  injured 
tliereby,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  thereof. 

Sbction  10.  The  legislature  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right,  av 
any  time  hereaAer,  to  close  and  keep  closed  said  out-let  lock,  without 
incurring  any  responsibility  for  the  expenses  of  the  construction  thereof, 
or  of  said  dam,  it,  in  the  opinion  of  the  legislature,  the  continuance  of 
said  out-let  lock  will  be  injurious  to  the  interests  of  this  common  wealth.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houte  of  Jitpresenta- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^esembi^ 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sanu^  That 

Powsn  of  ooarts  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  in  which  any  profhonotarr. 

of  oommon  pleas.  sherifT,  county  treasurer,  brigade  inspector,  or  other  public  officer  mar 
reside,  from  whom,  by  law,  security  is  required  for  the  perforraance  of 
his  official  duties,  shall  have  the  power  to  examine  into  the  manner  of 
the  performance  of  said  official  duties,  and  the  ability  and  mAyency  of 
the  sureties  of  any  such  officer,  at  any  time  during  his  tenure  of  office, 
and  to  require  from  him  such  other,  or  such  additional  security,  for  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  and 

JnrisdiBtioD,  how  such  jurisdiction  shall  be  exercised  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :

tion, verified  by  affidavit,  and  setting  forth  that  the  soWency  of  such

Section  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotise of  Represenia- 
Uvea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlnembly 
met^  and  it  ia  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  pf  (he  aamt^  That 
Wyndham  H.  Stokes,  Charles  F.  Ashmead,  Francis  W,  Bockius,  Ed- 
mund Bockius,  Philip  R.  Freas,  Benjamin  Lehman,  Michael  Trumh- 
hower,  Conyears  Smith,  and  all  and  every  other  person  or  persons  here- 
inafter becoming  members  of  the  Germantown  hall  company,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  upon  the  conditions  hereafter  named, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  corporation  and  body  politic, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  *'  Germantown  town  hall  company;**  and 
by  th?it  name  shall  have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  to  hold  and 
dispose  of  property,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in 
courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  to  receive  and  make  all  deeds,  transfers, 
leases,  contracts,  covenants,  and  grants  whatsoever ;  and  to  make  and 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  and  alter  at  plea- 
sure, and  generally  to  do  and  perform  every  other  act,  matter  and  thing, 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  promote 
the  object  and  design  of  said  corporation. 

Section  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  a  building  in  the  borough  of  Germantown,  on  such  place  as 
the  trustees  may  adopt,  for  a  town  hall. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of 
eighty  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for,  and

Section  4.  Whenever  forty  shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  certify  the 
same,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  governor,  who  shall,  there- 
upon, by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  create  and 
erect  the  subscribers  of  said  capital  stock,  and  such  as  may  thereafter 
subscribe,  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  ** Germantown  town  ball  company;'*  and 
so  many  of  the  said  commissioners  hereinbefore  named,  as  shall  become 
stockholders^  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said 
letters  patent  from  the  governor,  organize  themselves  as  a  board  of  trus-

Section  8.  That  the  president  and  trustees  shall,  whenever  the  in*  Dividends, 
come  of  said  building  exceeds  tlie  expenditure  of  the  said  company, 
declare  a  dividend  on  the  stock  paid  in,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  Mon- 
days of  May  and  November,  in  each  year,  and  shall  publish  the  said 
dividend,  the  place  where  and  when  die  same  will  be  paid,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  paid  accordingly.

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  JRepresm- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  AusenMf 
mety  and  U  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  Thai 
on  the  application  of  the  plaintiff,  in  any  judgment  which  has  been  or 
shall  be  ohtained.  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Northumberland 
county,  against  the  Danville  and  Pottsville  railroad  company,  the  said

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represenia- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^ssembl^ 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enactM  by  the  authority  of  the  setme^   Tbs: 
the  assent  of  this  cam mon wealth  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  given. and 
granted  la  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  incorporated  br 
an  act  of  the  legislatnre  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  passed  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  of  February,  Anno  Domini,  oiie  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty- seven,  entitled  <*An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
railroad  company,'*  to  locate,  and  construct  and  maintain  a  continuatiofi 
of  the  railroad  of  the  said  company  from  the  town  of  Cumberland,  in  tbt 
state  of  Maryland,  to  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  under  and  subject  to  ibe 
provisions,  conditions  and  restrictions  hereinafter  enacted:    Provided, 
That  within  six  months  after  the  completion  of  said  railroad  to  Pittsburg, 
and  semi-annually  thereaAer,  the  proper  officers  or  agents  of  the  s^ 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  shall  make  out,  linder  CMith  or 
affirmation,  and   transmit  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  a  statemenu 
exhibiting  the  amount  of  tonnage,  of  whatsoever  kind  or  descriptioiu 
and  the  number  of  passengers  that  may  have  passed  over  the  entire 
length  of  said  road,  between  Pittsburg  and  Cumberland,  during  the  pre- 
ceding six  months;  and  that  they  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  this  commonwealth,  a  tax  or  duty,  on  all  tonnage,  of

exceeding  twenty  miles,  at  the  saftie  rate  and  in  proportion  thereto; 
and  also  pay  into  the  treasury  aforesaid,  at  the  same  time,  a  tax  or  duty, 
on  all  passengers  that  may  have  passed  one  hundred  miles  or  more  of

The  said  directors  shall  forever,  hereafter,  id  name  and 
in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  law,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Mifflin,  or 
such  parts  thereof  as  may  adopt  this  law  ;  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  ^^  directors  of  the  poor  and  of  the  house  of 
employment  for  the  county  of  MifHin  ;*^  and  by  that  name,  shall  and  may 
receive,  take  and  hold,  any  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  not 
exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars ;  and  any  goods  and 
chattels  whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest  of  any  person  or 
persons  whatsoever ;  to  purchase,  take  and  hold,  any  lands  and  tene- 
ments within  their  county,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise;  and  erect  suit- 
able buildings  for  the  reception,  use,  and  accommodation  of  the  poor  of 
said  county ;  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  lodging,  maintenance, 
and  employment  of  said  poor  $  tp  appoint  a  treasurer,  annually,  who 
shall  give  bond,  with  full  and  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  at  the  expiration  thereof,  for  the  pay- 
ment and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  of  all  moneys,  notes, 
bonds,  book  accounts,  aud  other  papers,  tn  the  said  corporation  belong- 
ing, which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  hands,  custody  and  possession  ; 
and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  remove 
a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians, 
suigeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  necessary  for 
the  said  poor,  respectively ;  to  bind  out  apprentices,  so  that  such  appren- 
ticeship may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the  age  of  twenty -one ;  if 
females,  at  or  before  the  age  of  eighteen  years :  Provided^  That  no 
child  shall  be  bound  out  for  a  longer  time  than  until  he  arrives  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  unless  he  be  bound  out  to  a  trade  other  than  a 
farmer  :  ^nd  provided^  In  all  cases  the  person  to  whom  they  are 
bound,  be  required  to  give  the  child  at  least  three  months*  schooling  in 
each  year :  Provided  aho^  That  no  child  shall  be  bound  at  a  greater 
disUnce  than  thirty  miles  from  the  poor  house ;  and  the  said  directors 
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(hall  exercise  and  enjoy  all  such  other  powers,  not  vested  in  the  over- 
teers  of  the  poor,  as  are  not  herein  granted  or  supplied  ;  and  the  said 
lireciora  are  hereby  empowered  to  use  one  common  seal,  in  all  business 
elating  to  the  said  corporation,  and  the  same,  at  their  pleasure,  to  alter 
md  renew. 

Sbction  5.  The  said  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election  To  make  eatimite 
md  organization,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  of  probable  ex- 
3xpense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  buildings,  of  erecting  the  necessary  pente. 
Duilding  or  buildinffs,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  maintaining  the 
;)oor  within  the  said  county  for  one  year;  whereupon,  the  county  com- 
niBsioners  of  the  said  county  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  Duty  of  county 
required  to  increase  the  whole  county  tax,  if  this  law  shall  be  adopted  commiwoneia. 
by  the  county ;  and  if  not  so  adopted,  then  the  county  tax  in  those  Increase  tax. 
townships  and  boroughs  adopting  this  law  by  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum 
necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  $  and  shall  procure  on  loan,  on 
credit  of  the  taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three- 
fourths  thereof  to  be  paid  in  instalments,  with  interest,  out  of  the  county 
taxes  ;  and  the  treasurer  of  Mifflin  county  shall  keep  a  separate  account 
of  all  money  received  and  paid  out  for  poor  purposes,  and  shall  receive 
the  same  per  centage,  and  his  bail  be  subject  to  the  same  liability,  as  if 
said  money  was  received  for  county  purposes  generally. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  director,  on  or  before  the  t©  fiiroieh  an- 
first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  to  furnish  the  commis-  naal  estimites  to 
sioners  of  said  county  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  the  county  commie- 
poor,  and  poor  house,  for  one  year ;   and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  sionera. 
commissioners  to  assess,  cause  to  be  collected  from  the  whole  county, 
or  such  townships  and  boroughs  as  may  adopt  this  law,  the  amount  of 
said  estimate,  which  shall  be  paid  to  said  directors,  by  the  county  trea- 
surer, on  warrants  drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,' as 
the  same  may  be  found  necessary  ;  and  the  said  directors  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  by  them  received  Acooants,  how 
and  expended,  to  the  auditors  appointed  to  audit  and  settle  the  county  eettled. 
accounts,  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  rules  and  regulations  as  are  by 
law  directed,  respecting  the  accounts  of  the  county  commissioners  ;  and 
shall  at  least  once  in  every  year  lay  before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions, 
and  grand  jury  of  said  county,  a  list  of  the  number,  ages  and  sex,  of 
the  persons  maintained  and  employed  in  said  house  of  employment,  or 
supported  or  assisted  by  them,  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by  them 
bound  out  to  apprenticeship,  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their  mas- 
ters or  mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupaUon  or  calling ;  and  shall  at 
all  times  when  thereunto  required,  submit  to  the  inspection  and  free 
examination  of  such  visitors  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  Examination  au- 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  all  their  books  and  thorized. 
accounts,  together  with  the  rents,  interest  and  moneys,  payable  and 
receivable  by  the  said  corporation  ;  and  also  an  account  of  all  sales,  pur- 
chases and  donations,  devises  and  bequests,  as  shall  have  been  made 
by  or  to  them. 

Section  7.  As  soon  as  the  buildings  shall  have  been  erected  or  pur-  Paupen  to  be  re- 
chased,  and  all  necessary  accommodation  provided  therein,  notices  shall  mo^ed  into  bniU- 
be  sent,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  directors,  to  the  |"8^  ^^^^  •'•^^ 
directors  of  the  several  townships  of  the  said  county  of  Mifflin,  or  such 
parts  thereof  as  may  adopt  this  law,  requiring  them  forthwith  to  bring 
the  poor  of  their  respective  townships,  to  said  house  of  employment ; 
which  order,  the  directors  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  comply 
with,  or  otherwise,  to  forfeit  the  costs  of  all  future  maintenance,  except 
in  cases  when,  by  sickness  or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  any  poor  per- 
8oa  camiot  be  removed ;  in  which  case,  the  said  direc^ton  shdl  represent 
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the  same  to  the  nearest  jnstice  pf  the  peace,  who  being  satisfied  of  the 
troth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  said  directors,  and  at  the  same 
time,  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  the  said  directors, 
directing  him  to  maintain  such  poor,  until  such  time  as  he  or  she  maj 
be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and  then  to  convey  the  said  pauper,  axul 
deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper  of  the  said  house  of  emploj- 
ment,  together  with  the  said  order ;  and  the  charge  and  expense  of  such 
temporary  relief,  and  of  such  removal,  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  direc- 
tors, at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  8.  The  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time  receive,  pro- 
vide for,  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  thb 
act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or 
shall  have  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  said  county  of  Mifflin,  or  such 
boroughs  and  townships  thereof,  as  may  adopt  this  law  ;  and  shall  be 
sent  there  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  constable  of  the 
said  county  of  Mifiltn,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  proper  township,  in  aor 
other  county  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby 
authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and  convenient  to  do  so,  to 
permit  any  poor  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained  elsewhere :  Pro- 
videdn  The  expense  of  the  maintenance  does  not  in  any  case  exceed 
that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor  house  of  the  said 
county  of  Mifflin. 

Section  9.  The  said  directors,  or  any  seven  of  them,  who  shall  be 
a  quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  aod 
ordain  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, convenient  and  necessary  for  the  direction,  government  and  support 
of  the  poor  and  house  of  employroentafbresaid,  and  of  the  revenues  there- 
unto belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their  cogni- 
zance: Provided^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law,  or  any  of  the 
other  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States :  And  provided  also^ 
That  the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  eflect  until  they  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  for  tiie  time  being,  of  the 
county  of  Mifflin,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  same. 

Section  10.  A  committee  of  inspection  of  said  directors,  to  oonsi^ 
of  three  members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  said  dtnectors,  at  their 
annual  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  in  each  year,  shall  and  thev 
are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  emplov- 
ment,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments  and  see 
that  the  poor  are  comfortably  supported,  and  hear  all  complaints,  and 
redress,  or  cause  to  be  redressed,  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the 
neglect  or  misconduct  of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  or 
otherwise;  and  the  said  committee  shall  each  receive,  in  addition  to 
their  pay  as  directors,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Section  11.  The  said  directors  shall,  each  of  them,  receive  for  thel' 
services,  annually,  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
their  necessary  attendance  on  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  12.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, of  any  of  the  said  directors,  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  citizen  of  their  county,  under  the  same 
penalty  as  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  serve  until  the 
next  general  election,  when  another  director  shall  be  elected  to  serve  as 
if  no  vacancy  had  happened. 

Section  13.  All  claims  and  demands  existing  at  the  time  of  this  act 
being  carried  into  effect,  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  if  this  act  had 
not  passed ;  and  when  the  same  may  have  been  duly  adjusted  and  set- 
tled, all  moneys  remaining  in  tlie  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well  as 
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the  unconected  taxes,  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  in  the  seyeral 
townships  and  boroughs  adopting  this  law  in  the  county  of  Mifflin,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer,  for  the.  use  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created. 

Section  14.  As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Mifflin  shall  have  Office  of  over- 
been  removed  to  tlie  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  the  ner  aboliibed. 
outstanding  taxes  collected  and  paid  over,  the  office  of  overseer  of  the 
poor  within  the  said  county,  or  such  townships  and  boroughs  thereof  as 
may  adopt  this  law,  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  15.  The  powers  conferred,  and  the  duties  imposed  on  the  Farther  powen 
overseer  of  the  poor,  in  and  by  an  act  to  empower  the  overseers  and  and  datiee. 
guard iads  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships,  within  this  common- 
wealth, to  recover  certain  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other 
purposes,  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  directors  of  the 
poor  in  the  said  county  of  Mifflin ;  and  that  the  justices  of  the  peaee«

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaenta- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
nut^  and  U  ia  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  aame^  That 
any  person  who  shall,  in  any  way,  alter  any  measure,  so  that  the  capa-  Penalty  for  alter- 
city  thereof  is  diminished,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  adjusted  and  ing  adjusted 
sealed,  or  shall,  in  buying  or  selling,  use  any  measure  so  altered ;  and  ^^^  ^'"^ 
any  person  who  shall  alter  any  scale,  beam  or  weight,  so  as  to  impair  '"'" 
the  adjustment  thereof,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  adjusted  and 
sealed  j  and  any  dealer,  vender  or  weigher,  who  shall  have  in  his  pos- 
session any  scale,  beam,  weight  or  measure,  so  altered  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars ;  and  if  the  person  so  con- 
victed refuse  or  n^lect  to  satisfy  such  forfeiture,  with  costs,  imme- 
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diately,  or  produce  goods  and  chattels  sufficient  whereon  to  levy  the 
said  forfeiture,  together  with  cost,  then  the  said  alderman  or  justice  of 
the  peace  shall  commit  the  offender  to  the  jail  of  the  county,  wherein 
the  offence  was  committed,  there  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor,  for  the  space 
of  thirty  days.

held  for  the  city  or  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  have  been  com-

Sseflioir  1.  B^it  enaicted  by  the  Senate  and  House  rf  Represtfdih 

Hvee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennaytvania  in  Oenerai  mbmoMj 

Ammatty  dect  a  f^etj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 

•openrisor.  there  shall  be  but  one  supervisor  of  the  roads  in  the  township  oif  Pitt, 
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in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  who  shall  he  elected  annually,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supervision  of  said  roads,  and  reporting  the  condition  thereof, 
and  the  performance  and  omissions  of  contractors,  in  his  own  proper 
hand  writing,  to  the  auditors,  to  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk;  aind  ihe  su- 
penrisor  now  in  office,  and  any  one  hereafter  elected,  shall  not  act  until 
he  shall  give  bond  to  said  township  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  Powws  and  dn* 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  dischaise  of  his  duty,  as  aforesaid,  person-  Um. 
ally,  during  his  term  of  office ;  ana  he  shall  not  have  the  power  to  ex* 
pend  any  money,  or  draw  any  warrants,  whereby  said  township  may 
be  made  liable ;  and  the  place  of  any  supervisor,  vacated  by  his  neglect 
to  give  bond  within  twenty  days  aAer  notice  of  this  act,  or  of  his  elec*

year,  and  at  the  annual  settlement  of  accounts,  in  each  year  hereafter, 
the  auditors  of  said  township  shall  estimate  the  value  of  the  work  they 
may  believe  necessary  to  be  done  upon  the  roads,  and  the  probable  ex- 
pense of  supporting^  the  poor  in  said  township,  and  fix  the  annual  salary 
of  the  township  officers,  and  the  commission  of  the  tieasurer,  not  above 
five  per  cent,  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  rates  of  the  road  and  poor 
tax,  not  to  exceed  seven  mills  on  the  county  assessment,  for  both  pur- 
poses ;  and  shall  advertise  for  four  weeks,  by  one  hundred  hand-bills 
posted  throughout  said  township,  and  by  two  newspapers  of  Pittsburg, 
of  opposite  political  parties,  having  the  greatest  number  of  subscribers 
in  said  township,  inviting  sealed  proposals  for  opening  all  roads,  which 
have  been  previously  confirmed,  and  for  finishing  the  same,  according 
to  specifications  or  drafts ;  and  also,  for  keeping  in  repair  all  other 
township  roads ;  and  no  work  shall  be  done  for  said  township,  other- 
wise, than  by  proposals,  under  which  the  auditors  shall  give  the  con- 
tracts to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  who  shall  execute  the  work  on  the  Powen,  4^  of 
roads,  as  supervisors  are  now  bound  to  do ;  and  such  road  contractors,  conlnetan. 
as  to  each  and  every  road  undertaken  by  them,  respectively,  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  privileges  only,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties 
and  privileges,  and  the  same  rights  and  remedies  shall  exist,  for  and 
against  them,  as  if  each  one  of  them  were  supervisor  of  said  road.

Relative  to  the  estate  of  George  Fray,  deceased. 

Whereas,  Geoise  Frey,  of  M iddletown,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  Pntnible. 
in  this  commonwe^th,  who  died  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  six, 
left  a  large  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  an 
institution  for  the  gratuitous  support  and  education  of  destitute  orphans, 
and  other  poor  children  in  Pennsylvania,  which  institution,  by  the 
express  provisions  of  the  will,  is  to  be  connected  with  the  Lutheran 
church;  its  mode  of  tuition  to  be  modified  and  conformed  to  the 
orthodox  belief  of  said  church ;  its  principal  and  tutors,  forever,  to  be 
members  in  good  standing  in  the  said  church,  and  its  pupils,  in  addition 
to  their  general  education,  .to  be  instructed  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
religion  :  ^nd  whereas.  Experience  has  proved  that  the  repairs  and 
improvements  of  the  farms,  mills  and  houses,  together  with  the  salary 
of  the  principal,  consume  nearly  all  the  proceeds  of  the  estate  under 
existing  arrangements,  and  the  estate  is  still  in  debt  upwards  of  nine 
thousand  dollars ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeen- 
iatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  some.

appropriated  to  any  other  use  or  purpose  than  to  the  education  and 
maintenance  of  poor  orphan  children,  except  as  is  provided  for  in  this 
act,  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  if  girls,  at  a  school  and 
orphan  house,  upon  the  estate  of  the  said  Geoige  Frey,  at  Middletown, 
and  at  no  other  phce ;  and  that  the  principal  now,  or  hereafter  to  be 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  under  the  will  of  the  said  Geoige  Frey,  shall 
give  bond,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  security,  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  in  the 
name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  conditioned  for  his  faithful 
performance  of  duty,  as  trusllbe  under  said  will,  and  the  faithful  appli- 
cation of  all  moneys  which  he  shall  receive  from  the  estate,  in  the  char- 
acter of  principal. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  said  trustees,  hereby  authorixed 
to  be  appointed,  or  a  majority  of-  them,  within  one  year  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  af\er  due  public  notice,  to  sell  on  the  best  terms,  at  pub- 
lic sale,  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder  or  bidders,  any  portion  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  George  Frey^  directed  by  said  court,  not  exceeding  seventy 
acres,  not  including  the  Orphan  house,  and  grist  «mill,  and  saw  mill, 
and  the  lands  adjacent  thereto  and  necessary  for  their  convenience;  and 
on  the  approval  of  such  sale  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin 
eounty,  and  of  a  bond  to  be  given  by  said  trustees  to  the  commonwealth^ 
in  such  sum,  and  with  such  sureties  as  said  court  shall  direct,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  application  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  the  said

have  been  liquidated,  and  the  balance  of  the  parchaae  money  has  been 
invested  as  herein  directed,  the  trustees  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  theDatmoftrusteet. 
election  of  a  suitable  and  well  qualified  tutor,  who  shall,  with  his  family, 
reside  in  the  Orphan  house,  and  receive  such  and  as  many  orphans  and 
other  poor  children  as  the  trustees  shall  direct  In  the  instruction, 
boarding,  and  the  entire  management  of  the  said  beneficiaries,  the  tutor 
shall  faithfully  follow  the  system  of  rules  laid  down  by  the  trustees;  and 
for  all  his  services,  shall  receive  such  sum  for  every  pupil  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  agreed  on  between  him  and  said  trustees. 

Sbction  5.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  oq  Meetingi  of  tnu- 
the  second  Wednesday  in  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tee%  when  held, 
forty-six,  and  thereafter,  at  least  two  meetings,  annually,  at  Middle- 
town,  at  such  time  in  the  months  of  May  and  November,  in  every  year, 
as  they  may  agree  on,  and  oAner,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  for  the 
purpose  of  settling  their  accounts,  attending  to  their  other  duties,  instruct^ 
ing  the  principal,  and  examining  his  reports  and  accounts  of  any  duties 
previously  assigned  him ;  and  in  addition  to  the  allowance  of  one  dollar 
per  day,  fixed  in  the  will,  the  trustees  shall  receive  five  cents  per  mile, 
for  the  distance  traveled  in  attending  said  meetings :  Pravidedj  That  Proviio. 
the  mileage  shall  in  no  case  exceed  ten  doUars,  for  any  one  of  the  trus- 
tees, for  any  one  year.  Written  notice  shall  be  given  to  eftch  trustee, 
by  the  principal,  three  weeks  before  each  regular  meeting,  and  two 
weeks  before  each  special  meeting.  He  shall  have  chaige  of  the  col- 
lection of  the  interest  and  other  income  of  the  estate,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  attend  to  such  other  duties  as  they 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  In  case  of  any  unforseen  and  im- 
portant emergency,  the  principal  shall  have  power,  with  the  consent  of 
three  trustees,  to  call  a  special  meeting,  of  which  two  weeks'  written  notice 
shall  be  given.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houie  of  ReprtusdC' 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jis^etM^ 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  aiUhority  of  the  Mime,  "Thi 
the  Newportville  horse  company,  of  Bucks  county,  for  ^e  detection  ot 
horse  thieves  and  other  robbers,  and  the  recovery  of  stolen  property.  Ja 
hereby  erected  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  kv. 
by  the  name,  style  and  tide  of  *'  The  Newportville  horse  company  « 
Bucks  county,  for  the  detection  of  horse  thieves  and  other  robbers,  and 
the  recovery  of  stolen  property  ;*'  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  ilie  courts  of 
record  of  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere  ;  and  shall  be  able  to  purchase, 
receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them  and  to  their  successors,  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  rents,  annuities,  franchises,  goods  and  chatteb 
of  what  nature,  quality  or  kind  soever,  real,  personal  or  mixed*  orchoses 
in  action,  and  shall  have  power  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  sell 
grant,  alien,  and  dispose  of:  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  income  o^ 
the  lands  and  tenements,  goods  and  chattels  shall  not  exceed  two  thoo- 
sand  dollars ;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  sock 
subordinate  laws  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  con-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the 
MeadviUe  theological  school,  iu  the  borough  of  M eadville,  in  the  county 
of  Crawford^  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body 
corporate,  according  to  the  following  plan  of  incorporation:  the  name, 
style  or  title  of  the  institution,  shall  be  \i\e  **'Meadville  theological j^ame. 
school." 

Section  2.  The  said  school  shall  be  under  the  management,  direc*  ManagemcBt. 
tion  and  governnoient  of  a  board  of  trustees,  in  number  not  exceeding

name  and  title,  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  competent  and  capa- 
ble at  law  and  in  equity,  to  take  to,  and  for  the  use  of  said  school 
any  estate  in  any  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  Privilegee. 
^oods,  chattels,  money  or  other  effects,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale, 
assurance,  devise  or  bequest,  of  any  body  corporate  or  politic,  or  of 
any  person  or  persons  whatsoever ;  and  the  same  to  grant,  sell,  convey, 
assure,  demise,  farm,  let,  and  place  out  on  interest,  or  otherwise  dis-

generally,  by  and  in  the  same  name,  to  do  and  transact  all  and  eTcrr 
business  touching  or  concerning  the  premises,  or  which  shall  be  n^  \ 
dentally  necessary  thereto,  as  fully,  amply  and  effectually  as  any  per- 
son or  persons,  body  corporate  or  politic  within  this  commonwealii 
have  the  right  and  power  to  manage  their  own  concerns ;  and  to  faoki.  j 
enjoy,  and  exercise  all  such  powers,  authorities,  jurisdictions  and  pn-  | 
vit^s,  as  may  be  neeessary  to  carry  the  object  of  the  school  fully  iutt 
effect;  but  the  said  trustees  shall  not  have  power  to  encumber  by  debL 
any  of  the  property,  reaU  personal  or  mixed,  belonging  to  the  scbooi: 
Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  real  estate  held  by  smc 
corporation,  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  4.  The  trustees  and  board  of  instruction  shall  cause  to  he 
made  for  the  institution,  and  for  their  use^  a  common  seal,  with  sae: 
devices  and  inscriptions  thereon  as  they  shall  think  proper,  under  23£ 
by  which  all  deeds,  diplomas  and  certificates,  and  acts  of  the  said  cxs- 
poration,  shall  pass  and  be  authenlieated,  and  shall  at  their  pleasore 
break  the  same  and  devise  a  new  one. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  the  board,  or  a  quorum  of  them,  may  at  any  of 
their  meetings,  elect  another  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  :  Provided, 
That  at  least  three  weeks*  notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  given  tr 
some  paper  published  in  Crawford  county :  ^nd  provided  further.

This,  however,  is  not  to  be 
understood  as  forbidding  the  reception  of  funds  for  the  support  of  students 
of  particular  denominations,  and  the  application  of  such  funds  according 
to  the  intention  of  the  donors.

Relative  to  a  M*Adamized  national  road  from  the  United  States  arsenal  at  Pitta- 
burg,  to  the  harbor  at  Erie. 

Whereas,  The  national  importance  of  a  direct  communication  from 
some  convenient  point  at  or  near  the  United  States  arsenal  at  Pitts- 
burg, and  the  state  arsenal  at  Meadville,  to  the  great  harbor  of  the  lake 
at  Erie,  has  fdr  many  years  been  conceded,  and  has  been  repeatedly 
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urged  upon  the  consideration  of  congress,  and  it  is  believed  that  a 
united  expression  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth,  made  upon  the 
subject,  through  their  representatives,  would  have  a  strong  influence  in 
securing  thereon  the  most  efficient  action  of  congress;  therefore, 

JResolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreserUaiivts  of  the  Cm- 
monweakh  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met^  That  oor 
senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be  requested  to  use  their  best 
exertions  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  law  to  authorize  the  constmctior 
of  a  M*Adamized  national  road,  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  United 
Siates  arsenal  at  Pittsburg,  and  by  way  of  the  state  arsenal  at  Mead- 
ville,  to  the  harbor  at  Erie,  as  a  most  important  national  improvemenu 
necessary  for  the  safe,  cheap  and  speedy  transportation  of  troops  and 
munitions  of  war  to  our  northern  frontier,  which  has  been  selected 
heretofore  as  the  point  of  attack  by  foreign  enemies. 

Resolved,  That  the  construction  of  the  proposed  M*Adamized  road. 
while  it  would  answer  the  most  valuable  national  purposes,  would  also 
afford  great  facilities  and  encouragement  to  the  improvement  of  ihe 
entire  region  of  country  through  which  the  same  would  pass,  by  thu?

WnERBAs,  It  is  important  that  a  naval  armament  should  be  main- 
tained upon  our  north-western  lakes,  as  well  for  the  protection  of  our 
already  immense  and  yet  vastly  increasing  commerce  upon  those  lakes, 
as  for  the  safety  of  our  north-western  frontier  in  time  of  hostilities  with 
a  foreign  power  :  ^nd  whereas^  The  perfection  of  a  project  so  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  soundest  principles  of  governmental  policy  in 
time  of  peace,  and  so  indispensable  for  the  national  defence  iir  time  of 
war,  requires  the  establishment  of  a  naval  depot  at  some  point  on  the 
lake  border :  ^nd  whereas.
